‘ WASHINGTON, March 30 
(AP)\—The Marine Corps ren- 
dered a farewell salute today to 
a pioneer airman and a hero of 
three wars, Lt. Gen. Christian 
F. Schilt. 

Schilt, assistant commandant 
of the Marine Corps for air and 
holder of the Medal of Honor, 
closed out 39 years of duty 
with a parade and review at 
the Marine barracks in Wash- 
ington.

Diplomatic Post Abroad: 
Can Appointee Afford It? 


Customary Shake-Up in Prized Ambassadorships Un- 
der Way, With Big Contributors to G.O.P. in 1956 
Getting the Plums — Other Powers Send Their 
Best Men to Washington, We Pick Our Richest.

O the consternation of the political ambassadors who were repaid for 
their 1952 campaign contributions by appointment to choice posts, the 
Eisenhower Administration is ruthlessly replacing them, mostly- with 


contributors to the 1956 campaign. 


In effeet, the White House is telling the rich amateur diplomats: ‘‘ You’ve 
had four years of glamour; make way for other political appointees.”’ 


Some are going gracefully. At least 
one has let it be known that he wanted 
to stay and that his pride is terribly, ter- 
ribly hurt. 


Political appointments to the highest 
ranking embassies are a long established, 
unique American practice of both Repub- 
lican and Democratic administrations. 
Other world powers send their most qual- 
ified representatives to their Washington 
embassies and supply them with adequate 
funds to carry out their duties. 

The United States, the richest nation, 
returns this compNment by restricting its 
appointments to such high posts as Lon- 
con, Paris, Rome, Bonn, Brussels and 
the Hague to multi-millionaires who are 
willing and able to spend from $20,000 
to $100,000 a year out of their own pock- 
ets. The private outlays are necessary to 
maintain American representation com- 
mensurate with this country’s «influence 
in international affairs. The so-called 
“representation” or “entertainment” 
funds available from Washington have al- 
ways been far below actual requirements. 


As the result of this practice, President 
Eisenhower's recent appointment of 
Amory Houghton as ambassador to France 
means the United States will be repre- 
sented in Paris by a businéss. man who 
does not speak Fréneh; thet in the hew 
ambassador to Germahy, * 
Bruce, there will be anothe s $ man 
who does not speak German and that in 
the new ambassador to Italy, James D. 
Zellerbach, there will be a paper manu- 
facturer who says he speaks enough Ital- 
ian to order his meal. 

Houghton, 57 years old, is chairman of 
the board of the Corning Glass Works. 
Senator Albert Gore's campaign investi- 
gation report disclosed that he gave $9000 
to the 1956 Eisenhower campaign. He 
replaced at Paris C. Douglas Dillon, who 
is recorded as having contributed $36,500 
to the Republicans last year. He made a 
similarly large contribution in 1952. 
has been transferred to Washington as 
Deputy Under Secretary of State for Eco- 
nomic Affairs. Dillon, a banker with in- 
ternational connections, speaks fluent 
French and his record in Paris was re- 
sponsible for his appointment to Wash-.

Carver was one of the pioneers in 
the United States in advocating birth 
control, and his piece on promoting 
more equal distribution of income 
in the Los Angeles Times last Jan- 
uary is a vigorous plea for a faster 
rate of capital formation and a slower 
rate ‘Of population increase in order 
to bring down profits and to bring 
up wages.

Day After Tomorrow 


Since there has been relatively little cam- 
paigning, a reminder may be in order that 
there is another municipal election day coming 
up on the first Tuesday in April—and that is 
the day after tomorrow. 

The low key of the campaign, of course, re- 
flects the impression that the contest for the 
chief office to be filled—that of Mayor—is a 
rather one-sided affair. Most people, we feel 
sure, believe that the arguments are strongly 
in favor of the re-election of Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker. 

Minds were made up early; so few were in- 


terested in organizing mass meetings and de- 


bates. Such lack of interest in forensics is 

understandable, but there is always the risk 

that it may turn into apathy on election day. 

Parades and red fire neither add to nor de- 
tract from the importance of the city offices and 
the Board of Aldermen. With or without en- 
thusiasm-raising preliminaries, as many cit- 
izens as possible should participate in the fill- 
ing of these jobs. A lack of interest in them, 
expressed by not going to the polls, is the easiest 
way to cheapen these positions. There can be 
no excuse for the attitude of ““Let George do it.” 

George always will do it, but sometimes 
with quite unexpected results. Self-seeking 
politicians—men more interested in “a good 
thing” than in public service—never overlook 
the opportunities afforded by the ballot. This 
type does not have much of a chance if there 
is a good turn-out; but he always hopes for a 
victory through apathy. And what is to be 
said for the citizen who finds voting a bother- 
some nuisance? 

There is, however, a much more specific 
reason for going to the polis on Tuesday. 
Granted that Mayor Tucker's chances are good, 
he nevertheless deserves an impressive vote 
of confidence, An unmarked ballot may not 
hurt, but it is a poor symbol of appreciation of 
accomplishments, or of approval of the Mayor's 
further goals. 

Mr. Tucker's accomplishments have been sig- 
nificant. Aside from good appointments which 
some may deem routine, he firmed up the 
city’s finances by the successful effort to put 
the earnings tax on a stable basis. Much credit 
goes to him for the bond issue which is pro- 
ducing numerous improvements in the city. The 
same is to be said of the joining of the Aloe 
and Memorial plazas, a project which should 
trigger new activity on the riverfront and else- 
where downtown. Above all, his experience as 
chairman of the last Board of Charter Free- 
holders induced him to work for the election 
of a new board, the board which is about to 
submit a new charter to the community. 

The strong probability of the adoption of 
that charter—with its plan for a 7-7-1 alder- 
manic body—may take some of the interest out 
of the aldermanic races to be decided on Tues- 
day. Here it must be remembered that St. 
Louis will be operating under the old Charter 
until the new one is put in effect. The prospect 
of change and improvement is no excuse for 
an interregnum of indifference, One does not 
leave the stable open because one believes that 
a runaway will be returned sooner or later. 

It may be trite to remind citizens of their 
duty to vote. But so long as American voters 
continue so negligent in this respect, the old 
reminder must be repeated and repeated. As 
for Tuesday, it should be remembered that a 
vote is not merely a matter of filling an office, 
but also an expression of confidence—an in- 
dorsement of a forward-looking administration 
in City Hall. 
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Trains and Daylight Time 

After the Pennsylvania and New York Cen- 
tral railroads announced they would list their 
trains on daylight saving time in cities that use 
daylight time, the plan perforce has been aban- 
doned. This was because the chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, Owen Clarke, 
told the Pennsylvania that all trains must, under 
ICC regulations, be listed on standard time. 

This ruling has been accepted, but not with- 
out a straight shot from the Pennsylvania's 
president, J. M. Symes, who says that he be- 
lieves that trains will have to go to daylight 
time at some future time. And so, in our opin- 
ion, they will. 

In this connection, it is interesting to note 
that Gov. Handley of Indiana has signed a bill 
passed by the Indiana Legislature which puts 
all Indiana on daylight time seven months of 
the year. The new Indiana law makes it an of- 
fense for any community to stay on regular 
time when the season for daylight time has 
come. Violations may be punished by. the with- 
holding of state funds or even by fines and jail 
terms for responsible local officials. 

Residents of outstate Missouri would want 
no such statute for this state and the people 
of the St. Louis area are not proposing one. 
But the mere mention of such a law as that 
now in force in Indiana ought to suggest in 
reverse why residents in the metropolitan area 
did not take kindly to the recent proposal at 
Jefferson City for a law banning daylight time 
throughout Missouri. 
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Why Trade Doubtful Data? 


The latest episode in the East-West exchange 
over nuclear weapons tests is puzzling. Harold 
E. Stassen, President Eisenhower's representa- 
tive at the disarmament talks in London, re- 
stated the conditions under which this country 
at some remote date might agree to halt such 
tests, and then went on to make a new sugges- 
tion. It was that the Soviet Union and the 
United States exchange information on the 
nuclear tests they have conducted during the 
past (wo years, so that each could judge wheth- 
er it possesses reliable means of detecting tests 
made by the other. 

We find this puzzling because it seems to 
imply that American officials are willing to 
place credence in any information the Soviets 
might offer under the exchange plan. Judging 
by the whole tenor of the cold war debate up to 
now, no credence whatever could be placed in 
such information. 

If the Russians were successfully secreting 
certain nuclear tests from detection by ordinary 
intelligence and scientific methods, they would 
not be very likely to reveal the secrets by an 
exchange of reports. Anything they did report, 
therefore, would be highly suspect. 

Why propose an exchange of information 
which on the face of it would be unreliable? 
Is this another of those propaganda maneuvers 
which are supposed to be so devilishly clever, 
in that they compel the Russians to reject a 
peaceful gesture and thus to expose themselves 
as unwilling to approach disarmament? If so, 
the maneuver will probably prove a dud. No- 
body is really going to get excited about a plan 
to exchange unverified data which neither side 
could check up on. 

Before this matter goes any further, our Gov-

All Eyes on Texas 

Texas holds a senatorial election of national 
importance Tuesday. The race is for the seat 
vacated in January by Price Daniel, who re- 
signed to become Governor. Temporarily it is 
occupied by appointed Senator William A. Blak- 
who is not a candidate. 

If there has ever before been a senatorial 
grab bag such as this one, we do not know 
when or where it was. There are 21—repeat 21— 
candidates and the one who Gomes out even 
slightly on top of this scramble will win. The 
total vote is expected to be about 700,000 to 
800,000. Thus it would be possible for the field 
to divide up the total vote so the Senate seat 
would go to a candidate who received fewer than 
40,000 to 50,000 votes. 

In the last two presidential elections Texas 
has voted Republican, that is, for President 
Eisenhower. It has, of course, continued to 
elect Democratic Governors and Senators. But 
this time the Republicans talk as if they are 
hopeful of winning the senatorship. This talk 
is based in part at least on the fact that there 
are only two Republicans in the field and only 
Thad Hutcheson, who bears White House in- 
dorsement, has G.O.P. organization support. 

The two leading Democrats are Congressman- 
at-large Martin Dies and Ralph W. Yarborough, 
who polled 694,578 votes In a race for the nom- 
ination for Governor just last year. But there 
are others in the large Democratic field cam- 
paigning vigorously and no one knows how the 
vote will be split. Were the Republicans to 
elect Hutcheson, the Senate in Washington 
would change from 49 Democrats and 47 Re- 
publicans to 48-all. Then Vice President Nixon 
would cast the deciding ballot and presumably 
the G.O.P. would take over the committee ma- 
jorities and chairmanships, as Senator Know- 
land, Republican leader, has said his party 
would do at its earliest opportunity. 

Meantime Speaker Rayburn and Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Lyndon Johnson, both of Texas, 
do not seem to be worried over the outcome, 
And the oil magnates, so the list of major con- 
tributors shows, are scattering their support, 
some contributing to more than one candi- 
date’s campaign treasury. President Eisenhower 
avoided an answer on the subject of the Texas 
election at his press conference last Wednes- 
day. Perhaps he has decided at last that the 
price of Republican control of the Senate— 
awarding major chairmanships to Senators Jen- 
ner, McCarthy, Bricker, Malone and Bridges— 
is not worth the wear and tear on his own 
peace of mind.

As Predicted 
We said fearlessly and unequivocally on 


March 7 that there was no question whatever 
of the ultimate outcome in Prague. This was at a 
time when Secretary Dulles was indorsing ro- 
mance “in principle” but handling with diplo- 
matic ambiguity the precise question of what 
about the hammer thrower and the discus 
hurler. We had no reservations. With the 
sublime faith and the touch of prophetic wis- 
dom that comes to us now and then, we said 
without qualification that romance would tri- 
umph in Prague. 

And romance has triumphed in Prague, as 
Secretary and Mrs. Dulles pleasantly acknow!l- 
edged last week when they sent a cable of 
congratulations to Mr. and Mrs. Harold Con- 
nolly. The world’s champion hammer thrower 
and the world’s champion discus hurler, he 
from Boston and she from Prague, went through 
three wedding ceremonies, precipitated the cap- 
ital’s worst traffic jam in 12 years, and pre- 
sided over the most delightful, least ideological, 
most frenetic, least inhibited celebration that 
Czechoslovakia has seen since the dull gray 
gloom of satellitism descended on that once 
cheerful land. 

“Love,” said President Antonin Zapotocky 
when he gave his consent to Olga Fikotova's 
marriage, “is something special.”

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Jury Rights and Civil Rights 

Southern opposition to civil rights legislation 
is being led in the Senate this year by soft- 
spoken lawyers instead of shouting racists. Sen- 
ator Ervin of North C@rolina has attracted atten- 
tion, for example, by invoking against the Ad- 
ministration’s proposed bills the sanctity of the 
constitutional right to trial by jury. And he is 
reported to have made some headway. 

The proposed legislation would indeed make 
it possible to bypass jury trials in some civil 
rights cases. When a Negro was denied the right 
to vote, the bills would permit the United States 
Department of Justice to seek in federal courts 
an injunction against the state's refusal to regis- 
ter the Negro as a voter. Violations of the in- 
junction would be punished by actions for con- 
tempt, which could be heard without a jury. 

Senator Ervin argues that the effect would be 
to deprive Americans of a sacred right—the 
right to a jury trial. He may have a point. But 
he would be more persuasive if he were as zeal- 
ous in protecting the disfranchised Negro’s 
constitutional rights as he professes to be in pro- 
tecting the rights of the white disfranchiser. 

Everybody knows why the civil rights legisla- 
tion proposes to enforce the constitutional right 
to vote by use of injunction and contempt pro- 
ceedings—which, incidentally, are constitution- 
ally just as valid as criminal jury trials. The 
reason for this procedure is that in the areas 
where white officials habitually deny Negroes 
the right to vote, the juries also are white and 
would tend to refuse convictions. 

Would Senator Ervin agree that, as a condi- 
tion of holding jury trials in civil rights cases, 
Negroes should be members of the jury? If so, 
his passion for juries might be regarded as sin- 
cere. Otherwise he will find it hard to 
prove that one man's right to a jury trial is a 
proper basis for denying another man's right to 
vote.

St. Louis scholar objects to assumption by writer on grammar 
that ordinary speech is of low level; he agrees language is 
changing, but sees no reason for teachers to speed it in the 
wrong way; in a democracy ‘ordinary people’ are their pupils.

One might acquiesce in Prof. Ells- 
worth Barnard’s comments on the con- 
stant change of language, in your 
reprint from the New York Times under 
the heading “Grammar Should Look 
Alive,” without subscribing to his im- 
plication throughout-that it is no part 
of the teacher’s duty to elevate and 
improve. 

Mr. Barnard exemplifies as the nor- 
mal spoken language of “ordinary peo- 


ple’: “Wacha doin’ tonight?” That 
“ordinary people,”

simply not true that the slovenly enun- 


ciation of “Wacha doin’ tonight?” is 
generally characteristic of their speech. 

It is further and more devastatingly 
unfortunate to imply, as Mr. Barnard 
seems to do, that teachers of English 
should not be fundamentally concerned 
about the speech habits of “ordinary 
people.” Plumbers and the great ma- 
jority of other people go to school 
nowadays. 

If the elementary and secondary 
teachers are to sit supinely by and 
make no protest to such barbarous 
speech habits, under the happy convic- 
tion that “each kind of language is per- 
fectly proper on its own level,” the de- 
terioration (or shall we say “change’’?) 
of English will be rapid indeed. 


Yet I agree that good usage today no 
longer insists on the distinction between 
“shall” and “will.” 

But Mr. Barnard’s assertion that “no- 
body says, and only English teachers 
would write ‘To whom did you give the 
book?’” strikes me as simply untrue. 
We do not all say “Who did you give 
the book to?” We may well say “Whom 
did you give it to?” anticipating Mr. 
Barnard's point 4. “We feel that a rel- 
ative pronoun at the beginning of a 


clause . . should be in the nomina- 
tive case.” 
I, for one, do not feél so, and J do 


not agree that feeling is a very safe 
key to good language habits. To say 
“Who do you want?” is still rather hor- 


rible, and there is no particular distress become an 


to the speaker, to my mind, 
“Whom do you want?” 

On “I” and “me,” “he” and “him,” 
Mr. Barnard maintains that “we feel 
that a pronoun coming after the verb, 
even the verb ‘to be,’ should be in the 
objective case. He declares “Nobody 
ever says ‘It is I’ without feeling un- 
comfortable.” Feeling is made a norm 
of correctness, and it is not even a 
universal feeling. Thousands of people 
still say “It is 1° without the slightest 
suggestion of a shudder. 


Youngsters, it is true, particularly 
boys unduly disturbed by the “sissy- 
bogey,”’ sometimes shy away from cor- 
rect usage. It is the part of the school 
to work against such “feelings” and to 
point out that a certain individuality 
in being correct—before others catch 
up and become correct, too—is a matter 
of distinction. ; 

The subjunctive mood, Mr. Barnard 
contends, “is being replaced in modern 
English by the indicative.” This is 
surely true. But it is hardly true to 
add that “almost the only vestige is 
the ‘contrary-to-fact subjunctive’—'If it 
were true’—and even this is on the 
way out.” 

I do not agree that it is on the way 
out: and if it does go, it will leave a 
genuine defect in expression in the 
language. And we still say “We do 
this in order that we may succeed” 
and “He did that in order that he might 
succeed.” “May” and “might” are true 
subjunctives. 

But my difference with Mr. Barnard 
is that I think he goes excessively far 
in universalizing on what the usage of 

“ordinary people” actually is. I think 
he supports a defensive rather than a 
vigorous and positive attitude on the 
part of English teachers. 

“Whom” as a distinct word in the 
language may ultimately disappear; but 
I see no reason why English teachers 
should push it on the way. It is func- 
tionally useful. 

The objective case after the vérb 
“tg be”—“It is me, him, her, us, them” 
—will perhaps in time be accepted 
idiom: it definitely is not generally ac- 
cepted idiom now; why should English 
teachers hurry its advent? 

It is the task of the teacher to ele- 
vate, improve, refine speech spoken and 
written, to look to decent enunciation, 
to strive for clarity ahd a measure of 
style. This he cannot do by an easy 
acceptance of a speech level-of “ordi- 
nary people.” 

For “ordinary people” in a democ- 
racy such as ours are in schools where 
their speech level can be bettered, and 
where something of the dignity and 
majesty of the English language can

THE ISRAELI WAR =s$ against 
Egypt is a matter of such recent occur- 
rence that its aftermath is still with us. 
Nevertheless a complete book, dealing 
primarily with the military aspects of 
the campaign in the Sinai peninsula and 
the Gaza strip, has been written, printed 
and placed in the hands of the retailers. 
Obviously this is a rush job and it will 
need a military expert to determine 
whether it contains all the information 
that a reasonably complete study of this 
operation should have in order to be of 
any value. 

To the layman, however, it seems re- 
markably thorough in its treatment of 
essential features. And if what it de- 
ecribes is not unique in military history, 
as the author claims, it was still a re- 
markable exploit in its speed, its adapta- 
bility to changing circumstances in the 
field, and its relatively small number of 
casualties on both sides. 


The author, Col. Robert Henriques, 
was a professional soldier in the British 
Army who later served with the British 
and American forces in World War II. 
In between and subsequently he became 
a successful novelist, a profession he 
still follows, though he also considers 
himself a farmer. As a Jew, whose an- 
cestors fled from Spain in the sixteenth 
century to settle in England, he is ad- 
mittedly sympathetic to the _ Israeli 
cause. He flew to Israel, in fact, with 
the hope of making himself useful; but 
he arrived too late—even if his services 
had been accepted—to perform any func- 
tion other than that of historian. 


BEING CONSCIOUS of the fact 
that his book is written from the Israeli 
point of view he has provided a generous 
amount of documentation on all points 
that might be discounted. The facts he 
uses to support his general argument in 
behalf of Israel's political and moral 
position, are all in the public records. 
His title: “100 Hours to Suez” tells in 
brief what happened. Mobilization was 
ordered on the evening of October 29. 
and so far as the military was concerned 
—from the high command on down— 
nobody knew whether a limited or a full 
scale operation was in preparation. Three

days later airborne troops were dropped 
at Mitla in the Sinai peninsula.

FROM THIS POINT onward to 
the closing chapter, Col. Henriques deals 
with the fighting on land, sea and in the 
air taking each phase in turn. On his 
own showing the campaign was a tri- 
umph of logistics and superior field 
maneuver rather than hard fighting. The 
Egyptians, obviously, had no stomach for 
a battle to the death. Except for the 
engagements at El Arish and Um She- 
ham, they put up scarcely a token re- 
sistance but took to their heels, often

without firing a shot, and fled into the 
desert leaving arms, ammunition, uni- 
forms and larger materiel behind them. 


The Israelis were glad to see them go. 

They didn’t want to kill the enemy or to 
take prisoners who would have to be 
fed. They wanted victory. But through 
a grim irony the routed Egyptians only 
delivered themselves to a much worse 
fate. Many died of thirst; many others 
had their throats cut by the Bedouin 
tribesmen, who hated the Egyptians as 
much as they hated the Israelis. 
COL. HENRIQUES insists that 
no collusion could have existed between 
Israel and the French and British. De- 
spite the miraculously fast mobiliza- 
tion, the Israeli was not really prepared 
for war. Part of the air force was not 
ready to fly, the innumerable break- 
downs of trucks and other vehicles in- 
dicated an imperfect preparation for the 
gruelling marches over desert terrain, 
the Quartermaster General who was re- 
sponsible for mobilization was out of the 
country and there was no co-operation 
between the forces of Israel and those 
of France and England. 


Moreover the Anglo-French interven- 
tion actually prevented the complete de- 
struction of the Egyptian army; for when 
it came Nasser recalled the Egyptian 


_units that were about to enter the Sinai 


peninsula for possible home defense, 
thus saving them from being routed and 
disarmed like the others. 


IN ADDITION to the _ detailed 
descriptions of the Sinai and Gaza opera- 
tions and his contention that Israel was 
forced to attack because of an imminent 
peril to her existence, Col. Henriques 
describes a great many of the leading 
military personalities in the Israeli 
forces. Making full allowance for bias 
it seems obvious that the Israeli com- 
manders must be tough, dedicated and 
able men. 

In viewing the prospects for the fu- 
ture Col. Henriques believes that neither 
Israel nor the world is safe unless the 
United Nations, aggressively supported 
by the United States, forces Nasser and 
the Arab nations to make peace. As of 
now, he says, no Arab leader will even 
admit that Israel exists.

WE WHO LIVE in a capitalistic 
society often forget how small a per- 
centage of humanity lives under capital- 
ism. We are holding the torch on behalf 
of many and we cannot afford to fail. 
This is the time to look around us and 
sce where capitalism is leading. 

In a fascinating book John Strachey, 
the former Minister of Food and Sec- 
retary of State for War in the postwar 
British Labor government, analyses 
the writings of Karl Marx and John 
Maynard Keynes. Both dealt with 
the same problem of capitalism—large 
profits that accrue to the upper classes. 
The first condemned capitalism for the 
way it misuses these profits; the other 
saw in them an important beneficial fea- 


ture of a progressive society. 

Marx predicted that under capitalism, 
with the upper income groups pocketing 
large profits, the wage earners. would 
sink into increasing misery and that the

ploitation would grow and grow. ‘He 
also prophesied that capitalism would 
produce increasing economic instability 
and slumps.

ICAN BHINK OF NO BETTER 
way to describe John Dos Passos’s new 
book “The Men Who Madé the Nation” 
than to compare it with one of those 
magnificent Viennese tapestries depict- 
ing the career of Alexander the Great 
which were exhibited in our City Art 
Museum a few years ago. Here is the 
same richness of texture, the same bril- 
liance of coloring, the same meticulous 
care for detail. The artistry employed 
to produce the effect is visible at a 
glance, but to describe the artist's 
method is infinitely more difficult. 

This volume is the ninth in the 
Mainstream of America Series, edited 
by Lewis Gannett. and it is fully up to 
the high standard of the series, one of 
the most distinguished publishing ven- 
tures of our time. Its author has been 
among the foremost American writers 
for the past 35 years. His primary con- 
cern as a writer has been with the 
American social and political scene and 
until recently he has been best known 
as a fiction writer. For the time being 
at least, he has shifted his attention 
from the controversial twentieth century 
to the surer footing provided by the 
eighteenth century, and whereas before 
he overburdened his contemporary his- 
tory with opinions and convictions, today 
he appears to write with the serenity 
and maturity of a genuine scholar, yet 
without sacrificing anything of his gift 
for sensory detail, his feeling for lan- 
guage and the vividness of his word pic- 
tures. He combines brilliantly the nov- 
elist’s narrative skills with the historian’s 
and biographer's regard for fact. 

MR. DOS PASSOS’S AIM has 
been to bring to life the architects of the 
young republic during the stormy first 
20 years of its existence, 1782 to 1802—~ 
to etch each one in sufficient cetail 
to become a real person for the reader

Therefore, 
a nation’s total consumption and invest- 
ment are often out of balance—making 
for periods of inflation alternating with 
periods of depression. 
KEYNES’S most 
bution, in the eyes of Strachey, was 
to show that -government must per- 
form:a balancing function if stable cap- 
italism is to come about. This view is 
now generally accepted. Today's Repub- 
lican administration is no exception, in 
that it not only accepts this view but 
actively implements it. 

But Strachey foresees more and more 
government intervention in capitalistic 
economies. Most of these interventions 
are an outgrowth of the universal 
growth of the size of economic units. 
For numerous reasons private firms have 
been growing in size and so have labor 
unions. Today's capitalistic economies 
are not competitive in the laissez-faire 
sense; they are highly oligopolistic if

THE FORMER British Secretary 
of State for War also turns his attention 
to the problems disarmament can pose 
to capitalistic economies. If the United 
States—which is today spending about 
12 per cent of her gross national income 
on defense—were to reduce her military 
budget substantially, a sharp depression 
would probably ensue. 

To prevertt this, one or more of the 
following four steps would have to be 
taken by the government—(l) greatly 
increase government spending, for in- 
stance for housing, roads, dams, power 
stations, schools, etc.; (2) greatly ex- 
pand the social security program; (3) 
greatly reduce the taxes to the lower in- 
come groups, so that they will buy more 
consumer goods, and (4) greatly increase 
aid to foreign countries. 

A capitalistic government with a con- 
servative economic outlook may find 
these four steps distasteful. However, 
such reluctance should never prevent 
anyone from working hard for disarma- 
ment.

THE MEN WHO MADE THE 
history are here. If the ideas that 
governed them and the issues over which 
they wrestled are not as clearly defined, 
that is the book’s one weakness. The 
author's method does not allow for much 
analysis. Within that limitation the 
author has done remarkably well in con- 
veying to the reader so much of the 
history that was being made on two 
continents during those momentous 20 
years. 

Through the eves of Lafayette and 
Jefferson the reader becomes almost an 
eye-witness of the outbreak of the 
French Revolution. Through the eyes of 
Washington and Franklin, Madison and 
Hamilton, Mason and Robert Morris, he 
attends the birth pangs of a new nation. 

The book is one for slow reading. 
It cannot be hurried through. But for 
those who have the time and the pa- 
tience it can be a rich and rewarding 
experience.

The Play Was Tree 
Story of a Career in Charm 


BEERBOHM TREE: HIS LIFE AND LAUGHTER, by Hesketh

SIR HERBERT BEERBOHM TREE emerges from 
Hesketh Pearson’s excellent biography as a charming fellow 
whose good company never was marred by any disturbing 
gravity of thought. In one of his celebrity this superficiality 
is rather surprising. As the last of the famous actor-managers, 
prominent in Edwardian days, he was doubtless a victim of his 
period—when glib cleverness sometimes passed for wit, and 
facility for understanding. He achieved a. great deal during 
his long career and if some of his successes came about inad- 
vertently, they were nonetheless vital additions to the theater. 

From. his youth on, the stage was everything to him. Yet 
he never bothered to become a true professional. An actor 
of mercurial temperament, he gave a different performance 
every night, inventing new business as he went along—some- 
times only for the fun of “throwing” his fellow actors. His 
playing would become perfunctory after he became bored 
with his roles. 

But he was at home on the stage and had a personal mag- 
netism that carried him through every fall from acting grace. 
Once while playing Svengali in the play made from Du 
Maurier’s “Trilby,” he suddenly jumped up from the piano 
he was supposed to be playing. The music continued from 
the piano in the wings. Tree quickly covered the situation 


ye 


by shouting, “See what Svengali can do! 
HE WAS ALWAYS ACTING, on stage and off. He 
liked an audience of one nearly as well as a theater-full. 
Pearson, paraphrasing what was said by Tree’s half-brother, 
Max Beerbohm, writes: “His nature was radiant, his mere 
presence adding something bright and animated to any group 
of people. It was not so much what he said or did that pro- 
duced his effect; it was rather that his vitality infected others; 
his happiness was .catching, his gaiety compelling.” 

Audiences felt this and put up with his foolery. According 
to Pearson: “He celebrated the obsequies of the aetor-mana- 
ger system with a number of unforgettable performances of 
‘Herbert Beerbohm Tree’ in various plays of that name, though 
they had carelessly been given different titles by their authors. 
No one who saw him would have had it otherwise, for with 
fare exceptions his personality was more interesting than any 
play he produced, his fancy more prolific than any play- 
wright’s.” 

Authors were less enthusiastic. Tree managed to infuriate, 

in turn, Shaw, Wilde and others whose plays he produced. 
Shaw attempted to straighten him out in a long letter. Tree 
remarked: “I will not go so far as to say that all people who 
write letters of more than eight pages are mad, but it is a 
curious fact that all madmen write letters of more than eight 
pages.” 
YET TREE brilliantly created Prof. Henry Higgins in 
Shaw's “Pygmalion.” And while he took liberties with the 
works of other playwrights, he never tampered with Shakes- 
peare, although that was the fashion in his day. He built and 
ran His Majesty’s Theater in London from 1897 until 1916, pro- 
ducing junk as well as masterpieces, but early in the century 
he started annual Shakespeare festivals, putting on 16 of the 
plays in a sumptuous manner. 

Tree himself had no academic training, but he founded the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Arts. As a leading player under 
his own management, he never built up his own role at the 
expense of the other actors—as did his rival, Sir Henry Irving. 
Tree was astonishingly generous, particularly to down-and-out 
actors. His domestic life was somewhat clouded not only be- 
cause his wife was an actress with ambitions but because she 
entertained ideas of marital fidelity different from his own. 

Pearson, Whose biographies of Shaw and Wilde are widely 
known, has admired Tree since he, as a young man, was a 
walk-on in one of Tree's productions. His book is filled with 
amusing anecdotes. Tree's penchant for turning platitudes 
around to make epigrams (“Everything comes to him who 


‘ doesn’t wait”) may not strike us as being very funny, His 


informal fun was better, as when he rushed up to a man Sstag- 
gering in the street under the weight of a grandfather's clock 
and said to him, “My poor fellow, why not carry a watch?”

A RECENT COMMENTATOR on the literary 
opinions of George Santayana asked why we no longer en- 
counter such lucid thought and language as his. Insofar as the 
complaint is justified, the answer may be that too few contem- 
porary minds are subjected to the adventurous discipline of 
philosophy as Santayana’s was. This is the age of science— 
and those who enjoy its benefits can complain only with ill 
grace—so even philosophers attempt to speak in the language 
of science, including statistics. Some day, no doubt, will come 
the recognition that this, too, has its limitations, very severe 
limitations. 

Meanwhile there is no law against measuring the new philos- 
ophers against the old. And the Mentor Book people have 
made this more convenient—rather than easier—by publish- 
ing this series of excerpts from the Western world’s most im- 
portant philosophical works, each selected by an individual 
well versed in his field together with relatively short intro- 
ductory chapters and comments. 

These are not “surveys” presenting one man’s ideas in an- 
other man’s words. Neither publisher nor editors regard the 
reader as too dim-witted for the originals, a person who at 
best can take philosophy only in sugar-coated, pre-digested 
doses. Since paperbacks must sell in large numbers, this is a 
gallant affirmation of a belief that Americans can not only 
read, but think. Thank you! 


AS FOR THE SCOPE of this series, Miss Fremantle 
begins with St. Augustine and presents the great medieval 
minds, Aquinas, Duns Scotus, William of Ocham and the 
others, including the Arabs. Giorgio de Santillana covers the 
Renaissance, and the other volumes are devoted to the philos- 
ophers of the seventeenth, eighteenth, nineteenth and twenti- 
eth centuries respectively. 

Not intended for professional philosophers, this is a mag- 
nificent publishing venture simply because it recognizes the 
limitations on the time others can bring to the subject, but 
does not hold them in need of any further help than the selec- 
tion of what is most important and most seminal in the great- 
est thinking of more than a thousand years, It may turn some 
amateurs into professionals; and it may even convince some 
professionals that the grandeur .of the human mind was not 
achieved only after they arrived on the scene.

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Soviet Artist Still Cowed 


Shepilov Uses “Benevolence” Instead of Threats, and It Works 


By EDWARD CRANKSHAW 


THERE WAS SOMETHING 
honest about Andrtei Zhdanov, the late 
right-hand man of Stalin, who made it 
his job to bully artists of the Soviet 
Union into submission. He stood up in 
a high place and threatened the writ- 
ers, the painters, the musicians of the 
Soviet Union in the name of the Com- 
munist party. Each individual writer, 
painter, musician did what Zhdanov 
told him to do, or else he was broken. 

This situation, which crystallized 
very soon after the war and persisted 
until the death of Stalin, was supposed 
in the West to mark the lowest level 
to which Soviet art could sink. And, 
indeed, as soon as Stalin was dead the 
writers, the painters, the musicians, be- 
gan to show what they thought of 
Zhdanov and his late master. 

Being good Soviet citizens first and 
artists afterwards they were very care- 
ful—all but one or two—not to attack 
Zhdanov by name, still less the Com- 
munist party. But they denounced the 
sort of books and plays and pictures 
which Zhdanov had called into being. 
This marked the beginning of the period 
known as “the thaw.” 

The West, out of date as usual, is 

still arguing about the thaw, which 
began in Russia in 1953 and has been 
continuing ever since. There is noth- 
ing to argue about. 
THE OLD STALINIST  autoc- 
racy, in which the will of one man was 
carried out by a party apparatus con- 
trolled by an all-powerful police force, 
has gone forever — or, at least, until 
the Soviet Union throws up another 
Stalin, which it shows no sign of doing 
yet. 

In the artistic and intellectual field 
(as indeed in every other) Stalin's suc- 
cessors are engaged in a_ tightrope 
act. They see quite clearly the im- 
perative necessity of encouraging initia- 
tive and freedom of expression unless 
the Soviet Union is to stagnate. They 
are also acutely afraid of what will 
happen if they allow the expression 
of unlimited initiative. They are aware 
that unless freedom can be kept with- 
in bounds they will be swept away. 

Lacking the fine negative conviction 
of their late colleague Zhdanov, they 
are perpetually trying to discover by 
trial and error just how far they can 
allow the Soviet citizen to be a human 
being. 

And the interesting thing is that, 
apart from a handful of heroes, they 
are loyally assisted in this exercise by 
the very men and women who should 
be actively making life impossible for 
them—by the bulk of the writers and 
painters and musicians. 

There was something honest about 
Zhdanov, as I have said. He at least 
pretended nothing. And the writers, 
painters and musicians who executed

his orders could at least say to them- 
selves that they had no choice but to 
obey—as they all did, apart from «a 
very few martyrs. 

But about the present situation there 
is nothing honest and a great deal that 
is sickening. 

I have just been reading the detailed 
report of the first all-union congress 
of artists, held in Moscow early this 
month. It is one of the most wretched 
documents that has ever come my way. 
THIS CONGRESS was attended 
by 600 professional painters and sculp- 
tors. For several days it listened to a 
series of outrageous speeches. Above 
all it listened without a word of dis- 
sent to a marathon oration by Dmitri 
Shepilov, in which the former Soviet 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, set him- 
self up as an authority on the arts and 
sought to place himself at the head of 
Soviet culture. Nobody did anything 
to stop this. 

It is now clear that Mr. Shepilov 
resigned from the foreign ministry and 
returned to take up his party Ssecre- 
taryship with this sort of thing in mind. 

All over the Soviet Union during 
the past four or five months the young- 
er generation, above all the university 
students, have been displaying deep 
and active unrest. They found a hero 
in one of the handful of men who dared 
defy: the party ideologists—the novelist 
Viadimir Dudintsev, who has now re- 
fused to revise his celebrated book, 
“Not by Bread Alone,” at the party's 
request. 

With their heretical war on newspa- 
pers, their ideological criticisms, their 
political demands and their esthetic 
free thinking, the students have given 
the government a scare. 

An immense ideological gulf has 
opened up for all to see, particularly

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between the younger generation and 
the men who still run the country. 


The Congress of Artists was evidently 
convened to give the authorities a plat- 
form to restate their case for party 
hegemony in the arts and in ideas. Mr. 
Shepilov, not quite as big a shot as 
Zhdanov in his day, but important all 
the same, took on the job of stating 
the case. 


HIS SPEECH WAS an insult to al! 
artists everywhere, Zhdanov never in- 
sulted the writers, the painters, the mu- 
sicilans of the Soviet Union. He simply 
threatened them,. treating them with 
contempt and contumely. But Shepilov 
tried to flatter them, to jolly them along. 
And, it is sad to admit, he succeeded. 

Shepilov used the voice of what 
passes in the Soviet Union for sweet 
reason. He was lavish with little com- 
pliments. He played to the gallery of 
the dim-minded old reactionaries. He 
posed as an art lover and a connoisseur. 
But his accents were the accents of a 
total Philistine—not simply the Soviet 
Philistine, but the international Philis- 
tine, the Philistine who patronizes the 
arts for what they will bring in pres- 
tige, in sales, in advertising revenues. 

It was a performance so degrading 
and sickening on both sides that I find 
it hard to think Soviet artists in mid- 
die age will ever recover from it. 

No doubt a number of those present 
were careerists who really enjoyed 
hearing the former foreign minister 
jeering at their French and British col- 
leagues and rapping the knuckles of 
their younger Soviet rivals. But most 
did not. 


WHY DID THEY allow this pro- 
fessional politician, this charlatan of the 
arts, to speak for them, to assume lead- 
ership over them, to patronize them? 
Why did they listen to him for a 
moment? 

If half that audience of 600 had pro- 
tested there would have been nothing 
to stop them. ‘And they would have ex- 
pressed, for all the world to see, a 
solidarity with the brave young students 


of a newer generation, who are risking 
their careers every day rather than sub- 
mit to the pawing of the Shepilovs of 


this world. 


I suggest that anyone at all who 
thinks a state ought to do more for 
artists should read this speech of Mr. 
Shepilov—this most benevolent speech. 
From it they will learn not only what 


to expect from the state when it is al- 
lowed to patronize the arts—but still 
more visibly, what happens to the 
minds of artists when they allow them- 
selves to depend on the state, 


An Artist Revisits Yugoslavia 


Tanasko Milovich Finds Native Land Cordial Toward America

SOME 42 YEARS AGO, Tanasko 
Milovich, newly arrived from Serbia 
with a yearning to study art, adopted St. 
Louis as his home. The adoption was 
largely a matter of circumstance. Two 
older brothers were already in this coun- 
try, one in St. Louis, the other in Cali- 
fornia. St. Louis and Brother Vladimir 
won the decision because it cost less to 
get here. 

A few days ago, Milovich again arrived 
in St. Louis from his native land—this 
1 e as a painter with an international 
reputation. And now, in fully mastered 
English and out of profeund personal 
conviction, he has re-affirmed his adop- 
tion of St. Louis, of the people in it 
and of the piece of St. Louis that he 
can call his own at 4739 Westminster 
place. 

The six-month visit to his homeland 
that Milovich has just concluded was 
his first since he had departed as a boy. 
The country that he still nostalgically 
refers to as Serbia is now Yugoslavia. 
Things have changed a lot in the old 
surroundings, just as they have over 
here, but his mother is still vigorous at 
95 in a village of Herzegovina, five of 
his 11 brothers and sisters are still liv- 
ing. And the people of Yugoslavia and 
America, he is convinced, still have 
every reason to regard each other with 
respect and appreciation. 


ASIDE FROM HIS intention to re- 
new old personal ties back home, Milo- 
vich went to Yugoslavia eager to make 
fresh studies of the folk art whose age- 
old themes pervade his work. Between 
visits with his family, and with families 
of every Serbian he knows in St. Louis, 
he traveled about the country. In this 
leisurely tour, he stopped at early mon- 
asteries and other repositories of the old 
Serbian culturé, studying frescoes, stone 
carvings, icons, paintings and craft work. 

Did he bring back any paintings or 
sketches made in the course of these 
excursions after source material? 

“No paintings, no sketches,” said Milo- 
vich. “I looked and looked. I stored it 
up here,” tapping his head, “and here,” 
indicating his heart, “and when I'm 
ready to paint again it will all come out.”

IN YUGOSLAVIA, the Milovich 
tour was a triumphal march, the return 
of a local boy who had made it to the 
promised land, and who had brought 
honor and glory to the place of his 
birth. His arrivals at cities and villages 
along the way were greeted with news- 
paper and magazine acclaim, he was 
guest of honor at innumerable dinners. 
His triumph was made complete with 


three oils, “Cityscape” and “Enigmatic 
Revelations,” both recent abstractions 
shown in St. Louis last year at the 
tin Schweig Gallery of Modern Art, 


and | 
“Tania,” which was exhibited in a Mis- 
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servedly friendly toward the United 
States. He agreed with a special article 
by Chester Bowles in the Post-Dispatch 
on the day of his return, that the free 
world owes two debts of gratitude to 
Yugoslavia—for its guerrilla resistance 
to Hitler's army, and for its official 
position of independence of Russia. 


“I don’t think we will have a war,” 
he said. “Nobody wants to kill each 
other. They look on the United States 
as a great friend and, believe me, they 
know what we do for them and they 
appreciate it. Sure it’s a dictatorship, 
but they did what nobody else did—they 


stood up against Russia and made it.

the war. I believe that in Yugoslavia 
the people want peace because every- 
where I saw culture coming before 
bread and butter. They made me appre- 
ciate America so much that when my 
wife met me in New York I said, ‘Look, 
Honey, I was American before but now 
I'm 500 per cent American.”

They should add $10 to it just to cele- 
brate being American.”

Popular Records

THE LINER NOTES of Frank Sinatra's “Close to You” 
(Capitol, 12-inch LP) do not say whose idea it was to have him 
accompanied by the Hollywood String Quartet. Chances are 
Sinatra and his principal arranger, Nelson Riddle, succumbed 
to the temptation to do something a little different. This 
happens quite frequently when a much-recorded artist mo- 
mentarily wearies of his success pattern. But whatever the 
motive in this case, the matching is a grievous mistake. 


Sinatra, even when performing ballads such as those in this 
set, needs a background that accommodates easily his intuitive 
tendency to sing with a beat, to subtly swing. A quartet of 
this type could hardly be expected to catch the feel. Passages 
by other instruments employed here and there are saving 
graces. 


Sinatra applies his customary magic to such standards as 
“With Every Breath I Take,” “Blame It On My Youth” and 
“Don't Like Goodbyes” (this one with lyrics by Truman Ca- 
pote). The notes identify the string quartet as “music's most 
distinguished chamber group.” Admirers of the Paganini, 
Budapest, Italian and other classical ensembles would hardly 
agree. 


GUITARIST BARNEY KESSEL, surely one of 
the best in jazz, unveils his talents as an arranger in ‘Music 
To Listen to Barney Kessel By” (Contemporary, 12-inch LP). 
In composing for five woodwinds and rhythm section, Kessel 
gratifyingly exploits the possibilities of these instruments with 
knowledge, charm and humor. The writing for the woodwinds 
in modern harmonies is shorn of the self-conscious stiffness 
prevalent in so much of the jazz writing for these instruments. 
It actually swings, just as Kessel does by nature in his own 
playing. Among more appealing moments in the arrange- 
ments are the questions and answers between guitar and an 
oboe-bassoon duet on “Cheerful Little Earful”; the big-band 
sound behind Kessel’s solo in “Blues For a Playboy”; duet by 
guitar and castanets (Shelly Manne) on “Carioca”; flute solo 
(Ted Nash) over guitar and bass that opens “Indian Summer”; 
guitar and bass (Red Mitchell) duet that occupies the entirety 
of “Laura.” Intelligent liner notes are supplied by Andre 
Previn, who is the pianist on four of the 12 selections. 


JOHNNY GUARNIERI, a pianist remembered prin- 
cipally for his playing in the Goodman and Shaw small groups 
in the swing era, proves that his style has changed but little 
since that period in “The Duke Again” and “The Songs of Will 
Hudson-Eddie De Lange” oral, 12-inch LPs). Guarnieri's 
lines remain clean and non-cerebral and his playing still pays 
frequent respect to Fats Waller and Teddy Wilson. The Hud- 


Classical Records

THE LONG AWAITED Toscanini recording of Verdi's 
“Aida” is likeiy to be a disappointment to those who expect it 
to set a new mark of achievement. The tapes were made at 
a television and radio broadcast in 1949 and, while the rec- 
ords processed therefrom show many evidences of Toscanini’s 
genius, the sound reproduction is such as to take the bloom 
from much*of the singing, and the playing of the orchestra. 
So while the performance is tightly organized, strong in its 
momentum and accentuation, and unfailingly incisive in both 
its details and its broader periods, the tone quality is gen- 
erally dry and dull. It is too dry for a proper realization e 
the elegant flowing lines that characterize every erches®s 
that plays under Toscanini... Richard Tucker’s robust tenor. 
also loses a measurable degree of its clang. The voices of 
other principals are affected similarly. 

Under these conditions it is impossible to know whether 
the coloring and dynamic gradation of the voice were pro- 
duced or not when heard au naturel at the source. So far as 
the recording is concerned, however, the sound does not have 
enough “hang” or reverberation to sustain the individual tones. 

Other principals are Herva Nelli (Aida), Eva Gustafson 
(Amneris)}, Giuseppe Valdengo (Amonasro), Norman Scott 
(Ramfis). Supporting the principals are the NBC Orchestra 
and the Robert Shaw Chorale. (RCA-Victor, Three 12-inch 
LPs in album with libretto and notes.) 


IGOR MARKEVITCH, who conducted the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra during the past season, is associated with 
the Symphony of the Air (formerly the NBC Orchestra) in a 
bold, shapely and generally well-set performance of the 
Brahms C Minor Symphony. The technical aspects of the re- 
cording are also outstanding for the sound is consistently 
bright and the orchestral timbres are well mixed. (Decca, 
One 12-inch LP.) 


THE SIBELIUS Symphony No. 1 is given a _ broad, 
hetoic reading by the Philharmonia Orchéstra of London un- 
der the direction of Paul Kletzki. Although the thematic 
material of this work occasionally shows a Russian influence 
(Borodin and Tschaikowsky) the personal signature of the 
composer is written all over it. (Angel, One i¢inch LP.) 


LEONARD PENNARIO, the young American pian- 
ist, gives brilliantly incisive performances of the Liszt Con- 
certo No. 1 in E-Flat and the Chopin Concerto No. 2 in F 
Minor. Pennario is associated with the Concerts Art Or- 
chestra, an ensemble recruited from the best musicians in 
New York, conducted by Vladimir Golschmann. Pennario’s 
remarkable power and facility is quite sufficient for the Liszt 
Concerto but in the Chopin work he stays pretty much on the 
surface. The idyllic, floating reverie that goes on in the slow 
movement needs something more than rubato; and when 
rubato is applied from the outside, as in this instance, it mere- 
ly cuts up the line without in any way intensifying the mood. 
The sound of the piano is unusually well reproduced as is the 
excellent sound of the orchestra. (Capitol, One 12-inch LP.) 


EDWARD ELGAR’S “Enigma Variations,” the best 
of this English composer's large orchestra works, is played 
with affection by the Halle Orchestra of Manchester under 
the direction of John Barbirolli. The subjects treated in this 
series of musical portraits were friends of the composer but 
their identities were never disclosed; hence the title. Though 
not obviously bucolic, as is so much English. music, these vari- 
ations have a kind of lyric poetry that seems distinctly English 
in character. In any event it is congenial music for the Halle 
Orchestra which plays it charmingly. (Mercury, one 12- 
inch LP.) 
MENDELSSOHN’S incidental music to “A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream” as played by the London Philharmonic 
Promenade Orchestra under Adrian Boult is well shaped and 
cleanly executed. Not much imagination has gone into the 
performance; at least very little is discernible. The texture 
of the scherzo is coarse and its movement is not exactly light- 
footed. The nocturne goes well because of a good horn solo. 
The “Fingal’s Cave” overture, on the reverse side, is also 
given a literal, sober performance, (Westminster, one 12- 
inch LP.) 
THE PIANIST Wilhelm Kempff gives a lyrical per- 
formance of the Beethoven Concerto No. 3 with the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra under Paul van Kempen. The repro- 
duction of the plano tone is good enough to bring out the 
flowing quality of Kempff's legato playing and to capture the 
effective distinctions in shading and timing. The orchestra, 
in general, is well accommodated to the solo performance, 
though the orchestral tuttis are slightly more aggressive than 
Kempff's playing. (Decca, one 12-inch LP.)

STUTTGART, 
March 30 (AP) Guenther 
Venediger, former Gestapo 
chief of Danzig, was sentenced

side it. 


The New York State Civil 
Defense Commission yesterday 
reaffirmed its previous ruling 
that the road is not essential to 
civil defense.

Even as late as last night, 10

United Nations as a kind of 
vast machine “into which diffi- 
cult problems may be fed and 
automatic answers provided.” 


“A tendency to enforce tasks 
on the United Nations beyond 
its capacities does a disservice 
to the U.N. and its future,” 
Humphrey said in a speech at a 
dinner of Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action. 


“Reliance on the United Na- 
tions in the absence of both 
policy and leadership is self- 
defeating.” 

Humphrey is a vice chairman 
of the A.D.A., which has been 
holding its tenth anniversary 
convention here, The A.D.A., 
calls itself a non-partisan, anti- 
Communist organization devoted 
to fostering liberal programs. 

Another speaker at the din- | 
ner—the first major Republican | 
ever to address an A.D.A, con- | 
vention—was Gov. Theodore R. | 
McKeldin of Maryland. The | 
A.D.A. supported him in his 
last campaign. 


Long-Range Policy. | 


McKeldin called on liberals 
to formulate a long-range pol- 
icy “covering certainly the next | 
10 years and probably the re- 
mainder of this century.” | 

One “enormous problem” he | 
cited involves what he described 
as “the transfer of the vast ma-. 
jority of our people from a 
rural to an urban environment” | 
in the last half century. | 

McKeldin said the country 
has been developing “not so| 
much cities as groups of cities,” | 
adding at another point: | 

“In the old-style cities, where 
people were piled upon each 
other ... the task of teaching 
newcomers how to adjust to ur- 
ban living was assumed, not by 
liberalism, but by persons who | 
were serving their own ends. | 
So we had the political ma-| 
chines and the corrupt bosses | 
of a generation ago... a 

“The dispersal of the former | 
slum-dwellers has broken up 
that old system to a large ex- 
tent, but that doesn’t mean that 
bossism is no longer possible... | 

‘Task of Liberalism’ | 


“The task of liberalism in the 
years immediately ahead is to 
make sure that conditions are | 
not right for the appearance of | 
the boss in a new guise.” | 

Another speaker, James A. | 
Wechsler, editor of the New 
York Post, said that most Re- 
publican newspapers “accept the 
view that what goes right is an 
act of Eisenhower and what goes 
wrong is an act of God.” 

His speech was devoted to a 
discussion of what he said was 
a newspaper practice of avoiding 
criticism of certain “sacred 
cows ... elephants and don- 
keys.” 

In this group he listed, along | 
with Mr. Eisenhower, Secretary | 
of State Dulles, Senate Demo- | 
cratic Leader Lyndon B. John-| 
son of Texas, FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover, Senator James

Wechsler said that “what con- 
cern me about the American 
press is not what most of these | 
papers stand for, but what so.

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PROGRESS IN HEART 
SURGERY REPORTED 


Encouraging progress in 
heart surgery through a combi- 
nation of cooling the patient’s 
body and then intentionally 
atopping the heart during the 
actual operation on the organ 
was reported yesterday by sci- 
entists at Washington Univer- 
sity Medical School. 

Survival rate of patients who 
tundergo surgery for certain 
types of heart disease has been 
increased by three or four times 
at Barnes Hospital in the last 
year, Dr. John R. S. Shields, 
assistant professor of anesthe- 
siology, said. 

He emphasized that neither 
the technique of deliberate re- 
duction of the patient’s body 
temperature, called’ hypother- 
mia, nor the intentional stop- 
ping of the heart, was new. He 
believed, however, that the 
Barnes use of the two proce- 
dures in conjunction might be 
an innovation. 

Reducing TemPerature. 

Dr. Shields said the method 
presently in use at Barnes in- 
volved “reducing the patient's 
body temperature to 30 degrces 
Cc entigrade (86 degrees Fahren- 
heit), rather than to 28 degrees, 
as had been the practice until 
recently. 

The 20 per cent upgrading in 
temperature apparently is less 
dangerous to the patient, Dr. 
Shields said, and yet it reduces 
the body’s oxygen requirements 
sufficiently so that the flow of 
blood through the brain and 
body can be interrupted for as 
long as 10 minutes. 

“This is adequate for re- 
pair of valve defects and sur- 
gery inside the heart,” Dr. 
Shields said. “If it cannot be 
done in that time, it isn’t worth 
doing.” 

Dr. Shields said the change 
in the degree of cooling was 
thought to be one factor in the 
increased survival rate at 
Barnes. Another factor, he said, 
was the use of certain drugs to 
counteract the danger of abnor- 
malities in the heart’s rhythm 
in the cooling "process. 

“The one that is most suc- 
cessful,” he said, “is prostig- 
mine, which has an action iden- 
tical with an important sub- 
stance produced in the body, 
called acetyl-choline.” 

Dr. Shields explained that 
when the heart has been laid 
bare and its circulation has been 
cut off, “there is some danger 
that the muscle of the heart 
which goes on w orking may run 
short of oxygen. 

Some Danger Removed. 

“However,” he said “if you 
intentionally stop the heart by 
injecting potassium citrate, 
some of this danger of lack of 
oxygen is removed. As soon as 
surgical repair has been com- 
pleted, we restart the heart with 
massage.” 

Cooling of the anesthetized 
patient’s* body, a_ technique 
which has been in use for seven 
years, is done with ice. It takes 
an hour to 90 minutes to cool 
the patient, another 30 minutes 
for the surgeon to open the 
chest, 10 minutes for the repair, 
30 minutes to close the wound 
and an hour to warm the body 
back to normal. 

Dr. Shields said future sur- 
gery on the heart might con- 
ceivably be a combination of 
the heart-lung pump, in which 
machinery supplies the blood’s 
oxygen needs, and the cooling 
method for cutting down oxy- 
gen requirements. 

Dr. Shields was director of 
anesthesiology at Children’s 
Hospitial, Winnipeg, before 
coming here. He took medical 
degrees at the University of 
Birmingham, England, and 
served several years with the 
British armed forces in World 
War Il. 

In addition to Dr. Shields, 
scientists who worked on the 
Barnes procedure included Dr. 
Bernard A. Bercu, assisséant 
professor of medicine; Dr. 
Robert B. Dodd, Henry E. Mal- 
linckrodt, professor of anes- 
thesiology, and Dr. Thomas 
Burford head of the thoracic 
surgery department.

HUCK SPIESER and 
(tony Anthony are to do 

battle at Detroit Friday 
night for the right to meet 
Archie Moore for the 175- 
pound championship of the 
world. The bout will be tele- 
cast over KSD-TV at 9 
o'clock. 

Both Spieser and Anthony 
are good men but have soft 
spots in their .records for 
each has been knocked out 
—Spieser twice and Anthony 
four times. 

Anthony is one of the fin- 
est-looking boxers active to- 
day. He can box and he can 
hit but his chin is made of 
something less than concrete. 

Now 22 years of age, An- 
thony turned professional 
after being a member of the 
United States Olympic team 
in 1952 and began with a 
smash, winning eight suc- 
cessive bouts by knockouts. 
Then he was kayoed. 

He put together another 
victory string of ten, six by 
knockouts, then he was flat- 
tened again. The first time 
he had been kayoed by 
Miguel Mendevil and the sec- 
ond time it was by another un- 
known, Jacques Royer-Crecy. 
The only similarity was that 
both happened at Johns- 
town, Pa. and maybe Tony 
would do well to stay away 
from thet town. 

Three more victories, two 
by knockout, followed the loss 
to Royer, then he was knocked 
out by Willie Troy. Two more 
knockouts—and he was kay- 
oed by Bobby Boyd. 

Since that time he has 
won six in succession, four 
by knockouts although in one 
match, against Clarence Hin- 
nant—in Washington in a 
television . match, he _ very 
nearly was kayoed in the last 
rounds 

It could be that it is time 
for his weak chin to catch up 
with him again and Spieser 
has the punch that can do it. 
Chuck has won 19 fights, of 
24, 13 by knockouts. 

Spieser’s two kayoes came 
in succession in 1953 at the 
hands of Frank Favaro and 
Art Wright and both were 
because of cuts. 

In his record are knock- 
outs over Willie Troy, Paddy 
Young, Joe Rowan and Willie 
Hoepner but he certainly has 
had a difficult time with Wil- 
lie Pastrano. He lost two out 
of three bouts with Pastrano 
and got a draw in the other 
one.

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Germany Speeds Up Teaching 
Of Gifted Pupils, Educator Says 


The education. of gifted 
pupils in Germany is “speeded 
up” in accordance with their 
ability, whereas in America 
many children whose intelli- 
gence quotient is.as high as 
150 attend classes with students 
with an I. Q, of 70 to 100, a 
German educator said here 
vesterday. 

Theo Glaess, member of the 
administrative council of Frank- 
furt in charge of school matters, 
said German schools operate on 
the principle that children have 
to learn many things they do 
not like. From his observation 
in the United States, he said, 
children are asked what they 
would like. 

The chief difference in the 
two systems, he continued, is 
that schools in America con- 
centrate on the welfare, hap- 
piness and personality of chil- 
dren but in Germany they are 
concerned with knowledge and 
rules. although theoretically 
hoth systems are interested in 
the social development of the 
child. The special educational 
system in Germany for “gifted 
children” has been critized by 
United States experts for creat- 
ing a ruling class. 


Here Five Weeks. 


Glaess came to the United 
States five weeks ago as a par- 
ticipant in the foreign leader 
and specialist program of the 
State Department's interna- 
tional educational service “to 
profit by the successes and fail- 
ures here.” In St. Louis, he is 
sponsored by the St. Louis 
Council on World Affairs. 


He expressed the opinion 
that conditions in the United 
States today may be duplicated 
in Germany in the next six or 
eight years, and he wanted to

of uncertainty and insecurity 
in dealing with new situations. |

fate of their parents who have 
suffered in two world wars and 
a possibility their country could | 
become a battlefield as a result 
of the East-West ideological 
conflict.

This biographical lunacy in the movies started 

with people like Louis Pasteur who were at least 
decently dead, and the films were devoted to 
things like Pasteur’s search for the cause of dis- 
ease, which was a matter of towering respectability. 
We have come a long, long way from anything so 
full-bodied. Last year one of the big biographies 
was about Mickey Mantle who was 24 years old at 
the time. Presumably with his story already told, 
he has nothing left te live for. 


x * * 

THIS YEAR, “Playhouse 90,” which bas lived a pretty 
blameless life up to the present, perpetrated the life story 
of Perle Mesta on the defenseless air for a full hour and 
a half. That took some doing. After all, Mra. Mesta is 
known mostly for throwing ‘parties. Oh, she was minister 
te Luxembourg which eaused some talk at the time and 
she was a friend of Harry Truman. Just the same all that 
was pretty slender material for 90 minutes of biography I 
felt and I was right. 

Mrs. Mesta’s hunger for parties—she not only wanted 
@ throw ‘em, she wanted to be invited to ’em—started 
when she was 5 years old, if you put any credence in this 
fable, and I don’t believe a word of it. At the age of 5 
she asked a lot of youngsters to a brawl.

What form 
life may have taken on some 
other planet, says Dr. Shapley, 
is beyond conjecture. 

But the acceptance. of the 
probability of life on other 
planets is going to be what Dr. 
Shapley refers to as man’s 
fourth adjustment to his place 
in the universe. To some it will 
come as a shock. As for Dr. 
Shapley himself, he is not only 
adjusted, but proud. 

“Tiny as I am,” he says, “I'm 
proud that I’m earrying,a spear 


in a wonderful production.” 

Dr. Shapley, who was in St. 
Louis recently to speak under 
the sponsorship of the St. Louis 
Academy of Science, is a short, 
stocky man with a large, schol- 
arly head and graying hair that 
looks as though it had been 
combed with his fingers. 

Honorary degrees have been 
awarded him by 15 universities. 
He is honorary member of na- 
tional academies of 10 foreign 
countries. He has been awarded 
some 16 medals and prizes by 
august bodies all over the 
world, including the Vatican. 
He has been president of eight 
nation-wide scientific organiza- 
tions and has published a half 
dozen books and more than 200 
technical scientific articles on 
astronomy. 

Yet he claims to be just a 
Missouri farm boy who started 
out to become a newspaper 
man and became an astronomer 
by accident.

ORN near Nashville, Mis- 

souri, which he describes as 

an almost invisible place in 
Barton county, he worked for a 
while, after finishing high 
school, on newspapers in Jop- 
lin, Mo., and Chanute, Kan, 
Then he heard about the School 
of Journalism being founded at 
the University of Missouri, so 
he went there to enroll, But its 
starting date had, been post- 
poned for a year. ; 

“I picked up the school cata- 
logue and the first subject 
listed was archaeology,” he re- 
calls. “I didn’t know how to pro- 
nounce it, so I went on to the 
next one, which was astronomy. 
I've been there ever since. My 
brother, who'came along a few 
years later, knew how to pro- 
nounce archaeology, and now 
he’s an archaeologist.” In 1921, 
several years after graduating, 
Dr. Shapley went to Harvard, 
where he was director of the 
observatory until 1952. He is 
now professor emeritus of prac- 
tical astronomy at Harvard, and 
currently with Smith College 
observatory. Called “the sta- 
tistician of the universe” and a 
trail blazer in the field of astro- 
physics for the work he did at 
Harvard, he is concerned now, 
he says, chiefly with the orien- 
tation of man to his expanded 
universe. 

It isn’t easy. So much has 
been discovered, even in the 
past 10 years, that man has to 
take a totally new concept of 
his place in time and space, and 
sometimes it takes about 30 lec- 
tures at Harvard to get his lis- 
teners oriented.

O single ideal of- successful 
Now age has captured the en- 

ergies and imaginations of 
old people in America today. 
That fact stands out from the 
few scientific studies that have 
been made. We know what to 
do with youth and middle age 
but no one seems to know what 
old age is for. 

Thousands have succumbed 
to the lures of Florida to pass 
the rest of their days in the 
sunshine. Many have found 
quiet happiness there. 

A handful—the Baruchs, the 
Hoovers and even many lesser 
known—have achieved classic 
old age: patriarchs who, with 
repose and equanimity, con- 


tinue to portion out wisdom 
and to influence their families 
and communities. 

But most others remain in 


’ their own homes, in most cases 


hemmed in by low income and 
fearing the momentary visita- 
tion of illness. They try to do 
what they have always done, 
always found satisfaction do- 
ing: work. 

The desire to work dominates 
the 14,000,000 over 65 in this 
work-centered society of ours, 
if the evidence is to be be- 
lieved.

Dr. Bernard Kutner, in a 
study of 500 old people for the 
Russell Sage Foundation, found 
the highest morale among those 
still gainfully employed. Those 
active in clubs, hobbies and oth- 
er interests had somewhat low- 
er morale and gloom swept over 
the inactive. Married house- 
wives and employed widows 
were far better off emotionally 
than the inactive widow. 

But Dr. Harry Levine, who as 
director for old age centers for 
the New York City Department 
of Welfare founded the idea of 
day centers for disemployed old 
people, asserts as strongly as he 
can: “There is a time to stop 
working for money.”

voluntary work in society; for 
contributing social know-how to 
the family and a time of prep- 
aration for the acceptance of 
death.

R. LEO W. SIMMONS, a 
Dporotessor of sociology at 

Yale University, concluded 
after a study of many primitive 
societies that successful aging 
ties closely to property rights 
and to social usefulness. 

“People have aged most suc- 
cessfully,” he said, “when they 
have discovered or created for 
themselves effective positions 
and roles in the very societies 
of which they are a part.” 

But in this country, another 
study shows, the status of aged 
groups — with the exception of 
propertied upper-class widows 
and retired farm owners—has 
declined steadily in the eyes of 
the public. The old in this 
country are not creating effec- 
tive positions for themselves. 

Mrs. Geneva Mathiasen, di- 
rector of the National Commit- 
tee on the Aging, points out 
that there is still time for the 
old to find their way. “After 
all,” she said, “nobody knows 
what a natural, healthy, eco- 
nomically secure old age is 
like. It’s never existed for 
large portions of the popula- 
tion ’e 


Whatever the old find as their 
grand involvement in life, two 
ingredients must be present in 
any recipe for successful old 
age: health and economic se- 
curity. The two are intertwined. 

Dr. Kutner, in his study, found 
good health among 80 per cent 
of the high income-high social 
group compared to only 50 per 
cent among the poor old people. 

However, the well-to-do people 
in Dr. Kutner’s survey seemed 
little affected in their morale by 
poor health, while the poor in 
ill health felt dismay. Morale was 
higher generally among the 
economically secure. 

What actually happens to 
people? Here is a case that de- 
parts from statistics. A broken 
hip did not lower the spirits of 
a T7i-year-old woman in a 
chronic disease hospital. She 
had a small income from sub- 
letting rooms in her apartment, 
and she was eager to get out of 


the wheelchair to get back to- 


work. 

“I remember my father al- 
ways taught us to observe 
things,” she said. “He took us 
out to the woods and gave us 
prizes for spotting unusual birds 
or plants. I have always liked 
observing things. 


“We were always taught to - 


bear no bitterness either. If we

LOWRY AIR FORCE BASE, 
Colo, March 30 (INS). 
HE United States Air Force 
Academy, not yet two years 
old, is moving forward in its 
vitally-important task of mold- 
ing young cadets into career of- 
ficers. 


It's an inspiring and heart- 
warming experience to visit 
“the Academy” and see young 
boys from all parts of the coun- 
try being transformed into air 
officers who are destined to de- 
fend the United States in the 
unfolding atomic age. 


You thrill to the spectacle as 
the air-minded cadets sweep 
across the parade grounds with 
military precision. Crisp com- 
mands and the pounding of feet 


punctuate the brisk atmosphere 
as they move “on the double”— 
“Hup, two, three, four. Hup, 
two, three, four!” 

In their smart, blue uniforms 
they are a good-looking well- 
disciplined lot. They are little 
more than b s but they look 
like men. They range in age 
from 17 to 23, and from 5-feet-4 
to 6-feet-4 in height. They ra- 
diate the spirit of the air age. 
They are America’s air force 
leaders of the future. 


Already, the Academy is de- 
veloping its own personality, its 
own esprit de corps. Some day, 
not too far distant, the cadets 
tell you, their school will be 
just as famous as the Army’s 
West Point or the Navy’s An- 
napolis. 

Major General James E. 
Briggs, superintendent of the 
Academy, said: 


“The tone of the Academy is 
now similar to West Point. In 
10 or 15 years it will have its 
own personality.” 


The cadets themselves feel 
they have a tradition—the tra- 
dition of the air age of the past 
50 years begun by the Wright 
brothers and carried on by 
Billy Mitchell and such leaders 
as Gen. Carl Spaatz, Lt. Gen. 
Ira C. Eaker, Lt. Gen. Jimmy 
Doolittle, Gen. “Hap” Arnold, 
Gen. Hoyt S. Vanderberg, Gen. 
Nathan P. Twining, and Lt 
Gen. Hubert R. Harmon. 

The cadets show genuine en- 
thusiasm for the Academy. Vir- 
tually all of them are dedicated 
to a life career in the Air Force.

HERE is one widespread 
misconception about the 


Academy and that is the be- 
lief it is training pilots. The 
school’s basic mission is to train 
leaders. The cadets get an in- 
troduction to pilot training dur- 
ing their four years. All grad- 
uates will receive the wings of 
an air force navigator, and 
those graduates who are quali- 
fied will be obligated to take 
full-scale pilot training after re- 
ceiving their commission. 


The Academy is located tem- 
porarily here at Lowry Air 
Force Base. In the fall of 1958 
it will be moved to its per- 
manent home now under con- 
struction seven miles north of 
Colorado Springs, 60 miles to 
the south. The site is regarded 
by many as one of the most 
beautiful spots in the country. 
The cadets are being trained by 
carefully chosen and experi- 
enced military instructors. 


The Academy was dedicated 
in Denver on July 11, 1955, 
with a class of 306 students. On 
July 9, 1956 the second class 
of 300 was enrolled. Some of 
the students, however, dropped 
out for various reasons. Some 
encountered academic diffi- 
culties, some were not amen- 
able to discipline. , 


Brig. Gen. Robert M. Still 
man, commandant of cadets in 
charge of the airmanship pro- 
gram, said the Academy lost 
15.3 per cent of its students the 
first year. 

“The American youth of 18 
doesn’t always know what he 
wants to do,” he said, “and 
naturally we have some prob- 
lem boys—youngsters who can't 
take discipline, or won't accept 
regimentation, or boys who suc- 
denly decide they want another 
calling. 


“But we find that if you give 
a young man responsibility he 
will do his darndest to fill the 
job and live up to it. It's a 
great and challenging job—this 
training of cadets.” 

The Academy is growing 
steadily. Its third class of 300 
students will be sworn in on 
July 8 of this year.

Upon admission to the Acad- 
emy, each cadet is required to 
sign an obligation to serve as 
a regular Air Force officer for 
not less than three consecutive 
years after graduation. 


The cadets have much the 
same dreams and aspirations as 
the young men at West Point 
and Annapolis—to serve their 
country. A typical cadet, third 
classman Gerald Garvey, 21, of 
Chicago, pointed this up as we 
talked about life at the acad- 
emy. 

“You know, sir,” sald Cadet 
Garvey, an erect, good-looking, 
6-footer, “our Academy won't 
be two years old until July 11. 
But we are proud of the prog- 
ress our school is making. 


“Our goal is to be Air Force 
officers—and the career that is 
to follow. We're in a dynamic, 
new field which is still largely 
unexplored. “Actually, our life 
at the academy is a four-year 
investment in ourselves. We 
have an opportunity to make a 
positive contribution to the na- 
tional welfare.” 

As academies, West Point and 
Annapolis have had a big start, 
academically and otherwise, on 
the not yet two-year-old USAFA. 
West Point was opened on July 
4 1802, and Annapolis on Oct. 
10, 1845. 


Garvey described life at the 
Air Force Academy as occa- 
sionally a bit “rugged.” 


“There are times when you 
wonder if all the work and 
study is worth it,” he said with 
a smile. “But the closer you get 
to graduation, the more con- 
vinced you are that it is all 
worth while.”

E gave this description of 
H an “average day” in the life 

of the cadets now attending 
the Academy: 


“We are at it from 5:55 a.m. 
until taps at 10 p.m. Promptly 
at 6 am. we meet in reveille 
formations in the halls outside 
our rooms. We cadets live two 
in a room. Before eating break- 
fast at the mess hall at 6:30 
a.m. we have half an hour to 
clean our rooms, put spit and 
polish on our shoes, shave, 
shower, and get ready for the 
day. We eat well. I think we're 
the best fed 515 men in the 
nation. 


“We start going to classes 
at 7:30 a.m. Most of our classes 
are restricted to 12 or 14 men 
which means we get almost in- 
dividual on. I usually 
start off with calculus. Then 
I may have a class in basic 
land survival. We get instruc- 
tion in escapes, living off the 
land, survival, and evasion of 
enemy forces after being shot 
down over enemy territory. 


“At 12:30 pm. we eat in 
the big dining hall. This is fun 
because we have a chance to 
talk and wisecrack. In the after- 
noon, I usually go to psychology 
class. I also take navigation.

America, of course, has air 
and atomic forces to meet such 
a challenge, But the nation 
must have top flight air offi- 
cers to evolve strategy and 
meet any situation that may 
develop.

So now we have the new 
academy to mold young men 
for exacting life-time careers 
as air officers. Congress has 
authorized a student body of 
2496 cadets. But it was deemed 
advisable to start the Academy 
with small classes and to limit 
its size while growing. Accord- 
ingly, it will not reach its full 
strength until the early 1960s.

HE cadets are being econdi- 

tioned for their future role 

as Air Force officers through 
professional studies under the 
airmanship program, which in- 
cludes military, flying, and 
physical training. 

Flying training courses in- 
clude all of the classroom and 
in-flight work normally given to 
Air Force navigators in a year 
of full-time work. As a result 
of this training, the cadet grad- 
uates with the wings of an Air 
Force navigator. 


In the moral sphere, Academy 
eadets are guided by their 
honor code. It states, “We will 
not lie, cheat, steal, nor tolet~ 
ate among us those who do.” 


The Government provides 
eadets—in addition to their 
education—with food, living 
quarters, medical and dental 
care, and recreation facilities. 
Cadets are also paid $111.15 a 
month from which they must 
pay for uniforms, books, and 
personal necessities. 


All cadets engage in athletics 
in order to maintain a high de- 
gree of physical conditioning. 
Fourteen sports are included in 
the athletic program. There also 
is a chess club, boxing club, 
judo club, ski club, photography 
club, model engineering club, 
plus many others.

RAYMOND R. TUCKER, 
secking his second term, won 
Democratic nomination in the 
primary by a 4-to-l1 vote over 
former Sheriff Thomas F. Cal- 
lanan. When Tucker announced 
his. candidacy last October he 
said his decision was prompted 
largely by the fact that part of 
the program he started in 1953 
could not be completed during 
his current term. He referred 
particularly to the civic im- 
provement program under the 
$110,639,000 bond issue he spon- 
sored in 1955 and to the pro- 
posed new city charter, a tenta- 
tive draft of which recently was 
completed by a board of free- 
holders. 

Tucker has conducted a quiet 
campaign, refraining generally 
from replies to charges by Me- 
han. The mayor has, however, 


taken a strong stand‘in favor of 
the 7-7-1 plan for electing al- 
dermen, as called for in the 
tentative draft of the proposed 
city charter. Under this plan 
the Board of Aldermen would 
have only 15 members, of whom 
seven would be elected by ward 
areas and seven others and the 
board president at large.. The 
board now has 29 members with 
28 chosen by ward and the 
president at large. 
Aldermanic Courtesy. 

Last week Tucker criticized 
the board for failure to force 
the Ozark expressway bill out 
of committee so as to permit a 
vote by the entire body. He 
cited the incident as a “dra- 
matic example of aldermanic 
courtesy which has so often 
thwarted progress in our city,” 
and the latest evidence of the 
“need for a change in the pres- 
ent system of electing alder- 
men,” 


Civic leaders have described 
Tucker as one of the outstand- 
ing mayors in the city’s history. 
Even some Republican leaders, 
notably Ancel A. Skaggs, form- 
er Republican city chairman, 
welcomed Tucker's decision to 
run and said he “may be com- 
pelled” to support the mayor 
for re-election. 


In addition to the big bond 
program and the charter move- 
ment, Tucker’s adherents point 
with pride to other major ac- 
complishments under his direc- 
tion. These inelude a successful 
campaign in 1953, soon after 
he took office, for a $1,500,000 
bond issue for development of 
the Memorial Plaza area, estab- 
lishment of the earnings tax as 
a major base of city revenue, 
despite initial opposition not 
only locally but in the Missouri 
Legislature, and an ordinance 
for fluoridation of the city’s 
water. 


Record of Vetoes. 


His record of vetoes of alder- 
manic enactments surpasses 
that of any predecessor in mem- 
ory. Many of them were di- 
rected at “spot-zoning” and oth- 
er bills whose chief support 
was based on the device of 
“aldermanic courtesy.” Tucker 
has been outspoken against this 
practice, under which aldermen 
tend to respect the wishes of 
one another on matters within 
their respective wards, some- 
times with little regard for the 
city’s overall welfare. His lead- 
ership in opposing the practice 
has been a factor in the free- 
holder proposal for the 7-7-1 
plan. 

Last fall he received the 1956 
St. Louis Award “for going far 
beyond the usual obligations of 
his office” in civie leadership 
and for being “not only the 
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RICHARD J. MEHAN—A 31- 
year-old attorney, Mehan has 
never sought or held ‘public of- 
fice and had not been active tn 
politics before filing for mayor. 
He was unopposed for nom- 
ination in the primary Mafth 5. 

Mehan lives with his wife. and 
four children at 5701 Rosa ave- 


way Exchange Building. Born 
in St. Louis, he attended Barat 
Hall grade school, St. Louis 
University high school and St. 
Louis university, receiving his 
law degree there in 1950. Has 
been associated with the uni- 
versity faculty since 1947 as a 
lecturer on labor economics and 
economics of business and gov- 
ernment. 

He served 33 months in the 
Army in World War II and now 
is a reserve Air Force captain. 


Mehan, with little financial 
aid and less organization sup- 
port, has waged a tireless cam- 
paign since the primary. 

Speaking before “volunteer 
workers” in private homes, be- 
fore civic and other clubs and 
at Republican meetings, he has 
attacked the Tucker administra- 
tion on many grounds. 

He laid at the Mayor’s door 
the blame for “disgraceful” 
conditions at City Hospital and 
charged that ‘‘budgetary rec- 
ords are more important to the 
Mayor than needs of the pa- 
tients.” 

Opposed to 7-7-1 Plan. 


Mehan has opposed the 7-7-1 
plan, asserting that “the door 
would be wide open for special 
interests to raise morey, rally 
behind candidates at the dis- 
trict level and at the city-wide 
level and thereby completely 
dominate election of the Board 
of Aldermen.” 

Mehan has said he could do a 
better job than Tucker in many 
fields of municipal activities, 
These include riverfront devel- 
opment, neighborhood rehabili- 
tation, solution of mass transit 
and traffic problems, city-county 
co-ordination, fiscal economy 
and elimination of race dis- 
crimination in city jobs. 

On city finances, Mehan 
charges the city administration 
has been silent on its plan for 
necessary increases in revenue. 
He said also that Tucker's “‘fa- 
vorite gimmick” is to raise as- 
sessments rather than taxes. 

Assessment Rises. 


The Republican said in a talk 
last week:_ 

“Can there be any doubt in 
the minds of the people of St. 
Louis that their taxes are go- 
ing to go up after last week's 
notices of assessment increases 
to downtown property owners? 


“Tell the people soberly and 
ponderously that the taxes

Younge is also associate direc- 
tor of medicine at Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital and a mem- 
ber of the staffs at People’s 
Hospital and the St. Mary’s 
Group of Hospitals, which in- 
cludes Desloge, St. Mary's. and 
Mount St. Rase. 

He is a member of many 
medical organizations and past 
president of the National Med- 
ical Association and the Mound 
City Medical Forum. In 1954, 
Dr. Younge was co-chairman of 
the United Negro College Fund 
campaign here.

N A NEW EXHIBITION OF CONTEMPORARY BUILDINGS, the Museum 

| of Modern Art in New York City salutes big business and government 

as the emerging patrons of modern architecture. According to the 

museum, an increasing number of corporations want structures that have 

beauty and individuality, rather than just utilitarianism. And government, 

too long following antique styles, is starting to commission buildings of 
contemporary design. 

Six outstanding examples of buildings were selected by Arthur Drex- 
ler, director of the museum's department of architecture and design. 
Three examples of government-commissioned buildings are the United 
States Embassy at New Delhi, India, the United States Air Force Academy 
in Colorado, and the St. Louis Air Terminal. Three business - sponsored 
projects are the General Motors Technical Center near Detroit, the Sea- 
gram Building and the Chase Manhattan Bank Building. The latter two 
are in New York City. Only the St. Louis Air Terminal and the General 
Motors Technical Center are completed. 

Two of the exhibits — the General Motors Technical Center and the 
Air Force Academy—illustrate the advantages of co-ordinated commu- 
nity planning. The lack of such planning is the problem that faced the 
architects of the Park Avenue Seagram Building and the Wall Street area 
Chase Manhattan Bank Building, both in crowded, land-scarce Man- 
hattan. In both cases the clients permitted the architects to release part 
of the site for plaza use. 

The air terminal and embassy building are structures designed for 

cular tasks. The St. Louis terminal had to be easily distinguishable 

In addition, allowante had to be made for 
future expansion, without harming the original architectural conception. 
The design had to protect occupants from heat and sun, appear 
distinguished and modern, and at the same time remain compatible with 
Indian architecture.

O THE ACCOMPANIMENT of noisy road- building machines, two of the 
area’s long-talked-of expressways are taking shape. The noises — 
ranging from the bulldozer’s stout chug to the concrete truck’s deep 

sloshing — are too widely scattered to make a monumental chorus, but in 
sum they announce unmistakably. that the biggest highway building job in 
the history of metropolitan St. Louis is gathering momentum. 

On the new Mark Twain Expressway, to the northwest, nearly $18,000,000 
worth of construction is under way. By the end of the year this total prob- 
ably will be swelled to $34,000,000. On the Daniel e Expressway, nearly 
$5,000,000 worth of work is in progress, and contracts for another $7,000,000 
will be awarded in May and June. 

Although the entire Mark Twain route will not be completed before mid- 
1960 at the earliest, two important segments—on which construction was 
recently started — should be finished during 1958. One section covers four 
miles east from Florissant road, in Cool Valley, to Bircher boulevard and 
Davison avenue, in the city. The other is the 4.9- mile leg west from Lindbergh 
boulevard to the new Missouri River bridge being built south of St. Charles. 

The Cool Valley -Bircher portion provide important traffic relief, 
easing congestion on Natural Bridge road in the western part of the city and 
in the county. Myer Ableman, State Highway Department chief engineer for 
the St. Louis urban area, estimates that in the rush hour two-thirds of the 
Ferguson area traffic now using Florissant to and from Natural Bridge will 
utilize the Mark Twain segment instead. 

Two important new parts of the Daniel Boone route should be in use by 
the end of the year. One, an overpass and interchange at Brentwood boule- 
vard, will end one of St. Louis County’s worst traffic bottlenecks. The other, 
the Market street cutoff, will link the Red Feather ess) Highway directly 
with Market — eliminating the congested jog along Vandeventer avenue. 

The Highway Department plans to let contracts in May and June for com- 
_— the Daniel Boone route from the Brentwood ov to the Red 

eather Highway in Forest Park. This will provide a high-speed, limited- 
access central route from western St. Louis eae into the city’s midtown 
area, thence downtown via Market street. The contracts will call for com- 
pletion within two years. 

Contracts, also with the two-year completion requirement, probably will 
be let by the end of the year for two more segments of the Mark Twain: The 
two-mile section from Fourth and O'Fallon streets to Eleventh and Branch 
streets and the 46-mile stretch from Florissant road to Lindbergh. 

Right - of ey | for the last gap, the four miles from Davison and Bircher 
to Eleventh and Branch, will be acquired by the summer of 1958. Final con- 
struction contracts probably will be awarded shortly thereafter.

PREDAWN AIRPLANE CRASH on Mount Manungal on the island 
of Cebu in the Philippines ended the life of that nation’s President, 
Ramon Magsaysay. A man of humble origin, his enormous en- 

ergy and growing popular appeal carried him through a succession of 
legislative and governmental posts to election as President in 1953. 
During World War II he fought with American forces on Bataan and 
was in command of 12,000 guerrillas at the time the war ended. 

Strongly pro-American, he was considered one of the democratic 
leaders in Asia and an effective foe of Communism. He was to have 
been a candidate for re-election next November. 

A hero in the eyes of his people, President Magsaysay traveled to 
the fartherest reaches of the islands for popular personal appearances 
in support of his programs. He was returning from such a trip when 
his plane plunged into the mountain jungle.

If you have ever doubted that early detection 
of cancer and good fallow-up treatment re- 
sult in lives saved, take a look at the charts 
on the opposite page. They show that thou- 
sands of Americans need not die of the dread 
disease now — or in the future. 

The top chart summarizes results of a 
10-year, 4ust-completed study on six casy-to- 
find types of cancer. Done in Philadelphia 
cancer-detection clinics, it is reported here 
for the first time. Two points stand out: 1) 
a 100 per cent cure_rate in cancer of the 
cervix, a form of the disease naw fatal to 
about 13,000 U.S. women yearly; and 2) 
sharp increases over the national average in 
cures in five other cancer sites. 

The lower chart contrasts the present na- 
tional average cure rates in six cancer sites 
with what could be obtained under ideal 
conditions of patient and physician alertness 
and care. Again, the contrast is dramatic. 

All these figures add up to a story that is 
important to you. A total-of 242,000 Ameri- 
cans die of cancer each year. Yet doctors say 
that each year 75,000 of those deaths could 
be prevented. 

The Philadelphia study offers evidence 
that 30,000 of those “unnecessary” deaths 
— better than one in three — can be pre- 
vented by regular, complete physical exami- 
nations, performed by your own doctor. 

It sounds simple — and it is simple, but 
there are some snags. 


Impressive Figures 


Dr. Catherine B. Hess, medical director, 
Philadelphia division of the American Can- 
cer Society, explains: “The popularity and 
success of these clinics is due totally to good 
education [of the general public], courteous 
physicians and an efficient follow-up pro- 
gram.” 

She adds that the overall survival rate for 
the six sites in her study is 70 per cent. That 
is, seven out of 10 cancer patients were alive 
five years after treatment — the standard 
period of time which doctors agree is neces- 
sary to consider cancer “cured.” 


Emphasizing the need for regular exami 
nations to lessen the scourge of cancer are 
added research findings from Minneapolis 
and New York. The main three: 

1) If acancer is found and treated efor. 
symptoms occur, the patient's chance of sur 
viving is about one in two. But if the cancer 
is detected after symptoms are present, 
chances are it is out of control; only about 
one out of six such patients is likely to con 
quer the disease. 


What You Must Do 


2) The importance of speed is empha 
sized in breast-cancer cases. One study shows 
that seven out-of 10 such patients who dc- 
layed less than one month in going to a dv 
tor —— after detecting lumps in breast selt 
examination —— achieved cures. Among those 
who delayed longer, less than one-half th: 
patients were cured. 

3) Stomach cancer, one of the most 
feared forms because of its high mortality 
rate, has yielded, in degree, to early detection. 
A University of Minnesota study showed that 
early stomach-cancer cases stand three and 
a half times the chance of surviving that 
later-diagnosed.cases do. 

In the opinion of many experts, the public 
and the medical profession share the blame 
for those 30,000 needless deaths a vear 
So medical authorities say there are two fun 
damental needs if early detection is to be 
come a feality throughout the U. S. First, the 
general public — you and everyone else 
must arrange to see a doctor once a year 
Cor more often, if he says so) and get check 
ups, especially from age 35 on. Second, doc 
tors themselves must perform the necessar) 
cancer-finding examinations —- and then 
make sure that their patients receive prope! 
treatment. , 

Conclude the Minnesota scientists: “If the 
majority of cancers could be detected in 
the asymptomatic stage [before symptoms 
occur] , the overall five-year survival rate for 
cancer could be raised from 33 per cent to 
70 or 75 per cent.” *

PORTLAND, ORE. 
A’ ALAMEDA SCHOOL here recently, a group of 

sixth-graders put their heads together to build a 
Geiger counter. “I don’t know what they'll do with it,” 
their teacher commented. “Probably make the greatest 
uranium strike in history. With these kids, nothing 
would surprise me.” 

Portland parents know what she meant. They feel 
“these kids” are teeming with surprises — and have 
been for five years, ever since this city launched an 
experiment that may rescue the forgotten child of 
U.S. education: the student with real brainpower. 

Today in Portland, high-IO students — from fifth 
grade through 12th — receive special direction in all 
classes and meet once daily for special classes. For the 
first time, bright students are being given their heads. 

One high-school class is receiving instruction from 
a Reed College professor in projective geometry, the 
binary system of numbers and other matheniatics be- 
yond the ken of most adults. A group of sixth-graders 
is digging simultaneously into physics, optics and 
astronomy. One seventh-grade girl read 60 books — 
more than three a week — on top of her regular work. 

Despite such feats, the students keep asking for 
more —— and more yet. “It’s impossible!” wailed a 14- 
year-old recently. “I won't live long enough to learn 
all I want to know!” 

Yet too often the very thing that distinguishes a 
gifted child is his distaste for school. The schools 
have to educate everyone, and the pace is that of the 
slowest learner. For a bright student’s far-ranging 
mind, school is a prison. 


Why Brighties Go Wrong 


So he is bored. Often he is lazy. Or he thinks up 
pranks to keep himself occupied. Some years ago, a 
student here was picked up by police. To his teachers’ 
surprise, he was found to have an extremely high IQ. 
_ That was Portland then, and it is much of the U.S. 

now. True, many bright students emerge from school 
brimful of knowledge and eager for more. But edu- 
cators admit that this often is in spite of the schools, 
not because of them. 


In isolated cases, things are changing. The science- 
engineering shortage has turned the spotlight on 
brains, and schools in a number of cities have realized 
they were doing little to produce them. In Portland, 
the program actually dates back to 1947, the year an 
extraordinary number of bright boys turned up in Mrs. 
Idella Watson’s Grant High School mathematics class. 
They whizzed through their regular work, demanded 


more. 


Electronics and Caiculus 


Mrs. Watson, a teacher with a flair for experiment, 
decided to give it to them. She went to a Reed profes- 
sor and asked for help. Soon Mrs. Watson’s bright boys 
were getting lessons in electronics, radar and calculus 
-— all well outside the usual high-school diet. They 
loved it. 

More Reed professors got into the act with other 
subjects. By the end of the year, 50 boys and girls 
were voluntarily attending these high-level discussion 
groups. Portland authorities looked at the results and 
decided to put the program on a regular footing. They 
went to the Fund for the Advancement of Education, 
an, arm of the Ford Foundation, and got $400,000 for 
a five-year start. 

Looking back, even the program’s cautious director, 
Clifford W. Williams, admits the $400,000 has been 
well spent. Portland set up its experiment on a “con- 
trol group” basis. In 14 of 72 elementary schools and 
eight of 12 high schools, bright kids were given special 
classes and extra work; in the others, they pegged 
along at the old pace. 

All the results indicate students in special classes 
got more — a lot more — out of school. Williams has 
recommended that the Board of Education end the “ex- 
periment” and extend the program city-wide next fall. 

Then as now the goal will be not geniuses but all 
children with special talent, whether in specific sub- 
jects or such attributes as leadership. Tests for these 
things (IQ's, personality tests and such) start early 
here. Unlike other cities, however, Portland backs 
them up with close observation, interviews and intri- 
cate records that note all signs of real brainpower.

Signs to look for in 
testing your child 


Is your child an undiscovered genius? 

Drs. Samuel R. Laycock and Paul Witty of 
the International Council on Exceptional 
Children say many parents tend to underesti- 
mate their children. Here are yardsticks they 
suggest for measuring your child. 


Did he walk and talk early? Many gifted chil- 


dren speak their first word at 8 months, can 
say whole sentences at 2. 


Did he begin to read early? Many gifted chil- 
dren tested by Dr. Witty were attracted to pic- 
ture books at 2, could read — by teaching 
themselves — before they were 5. They were 
particularly interested in atlases and encyc 
pedias. . 


Does he have a retentive memory? This is the 
way children teach themselves to read: they 
ask a word’s meaning and it sticks. This kind 
of memory stays with them through life. 


Does he ask “Why?”? At age 4, the gifted child 
wants to know the cause of everything — and 
its effect. And he will remember the explana- 
tion. 

Can he follow directions? A 6-year-old gifted 
child, Dr. Witty’s tests have shown, can carry 
out in order three simple directions told to him 


once — an achievement for an average 9-year- 
old. 


When could he tell time? Usually, a gifted child 
has learned to tell time before entering school. 
He also shows an early interest in calendars. 


Can you hold his attention? A gifted 5-year-old 
often can become absorbed in something for 
nearly an hour — more than double the nor- 
mal span. 


Can he handle abstractions? Often, a gifted 
7- or 8-year-old can explain a vague word like 
charity — an achievement on the 12-year-old 
level. 


is he interested in everything? At all ages, gifted 
children show an interest in practically every- 
thing under the sun. 


Does he play well alone? Both men agree that 
gifted children can amuse themselves well at 
all ages. This doesn’t necessarily mean they 
are withdrawn. 


Drs. Laycock and Witty warn that parents 
of gifted children have problems. The children 
may be frustrated by slow-moving classes, re- 
sented by their teachers, out of step with their 
playmates. 

You should not urge such a child to play 
down brainpower just to be popular. Instead, 
you should lead him into projects that are in 
line with his interests —- and see that he gets 
enough recreation to bglance his studies.

Already results 
are appearing at 
the college age 


After five years, the students have 
been studied and compared and re-ex- 
amined for special gifts. What amounts 
to the top 10 per cent has been identi- 
fied. And the special classes begin. 

The child gets a choice. For one 
hour a day, he can take a stepped-up 
course in social science and English, or 
in foreign languages, or in science and 
mathematics. The group works to- 
gether, at a fast pace, but there is plenty 
of room for individual projects. 

The students dive into these with 
enthusiasm. One seventh-grader, in a 
literature course, recorded his book 
reports on tape; the finished version 
included background music, voices of 
neighborhood children acting out parts, 
street noises. and other sound effects. 

The projects get more and more 
elaborate as the students move through 
school. By high school, a student may 
be taking two or three special classes 
and working up projects for each. One 
recent senior coupled work on a home- 
made electronic brain with a tremen- 
dous volume of reading in literature. 

Nor are the classes always in allied 
fields. A student sometimes spends a 
year in a high-powered math course 
and the next year switches to literature. 
The whole approach has been kept 
Hexible. Neither Williams nor the 
school board wants to be accused of 
running a “crash” program to grind 
out scientists, as some other classes for 
the gifted have done. 


Studies — Plus 


Special classes require only an hour 
a day; the rest of the time the students 
spend with their classmates. But while 
they study the same American history 
course as the boy at the next desk, they 
are loaded with special projects, out- 
side reading, more detailed questions 
—— all of which give them vastly more 
knowledge of the same ground. Teach- 
ers, particularly those handling special 
classes, have lightened loads so that

they can be better prepared to channel 
the bright students. 

Results now are appearing in the 
colleges. Reed and Oregon State Col- 
lege have instituted special courses for 
alumni of the project and projects like 
it. Several of last spring's graduates 
won scholarships handily. 

This might indicate that the project 
has succeeded in its long-range goal 
training brains for the years bevond 
school — but *Villiams hesitates to sav 

' $0. Not for 10 or 15 years, he feels, 
will Portland know the full results of 
the project. 


They're Really Special 


Currently Portland's children are 
riding high; but their classmates do not 
seem to mind. One of the reasons for 
keeping the brighties with average 
groups was the fear that they might be 
regarded as Odd. Actually, the reverse 
has happened; some of those passed 
over for special classes have been 
cramming frantically, trying to get in. 

Nor has Portland found any evi 
dence that its bright kids fit the stereo 
type of the sickly, bespectacled little 
genius. One of the best students to 
come out of the program recently was 
a 6'8” basketball star. Another was 
president of the student body for two 
years. The special students participate 
in all school activities and furnish the 
leadership for many of them. 

At the same time, those few who 
aren't born leaders, athletes or glad 
handers have found a new source ol 
strength. One mother reports her boy 
wanted much to be admired; he had 
tried football, basketball, track, but 
wasn’t quite good enough. After work 
on his special project Chis own radio 
network ) he became the idol of a radio 
minded clique of classmates. And hes 
happy.

“You're in, Lou,” Kell hollered. “Take it 
easy... ' 

Mentally noting that big-league veterans 
are not as hard-boiled as they're supposed to 
be, Skizas broke stride and ambled toward 
the bag. Suddenly Kell’s glove flicked up and 
came down with the throw from the outfield. 
Ears burning, Skizas was called out. 


Walk to a Trap 


Another tongue trickster was longtime 
pitcher Bobo Newsom. Employed by Los 
Angeles in 1933, Bobo was called in to re- 
lieve the starting pitcher just after ball four 
was called on the batter with the bases loaded. 

“As I get near third,” says the voluble 
Bobo, “I take the ball from the pitcher who's 
leaving. And there’s that man on third walk- 
ing home with the run. Right away Old Bobo 
starts an argument with him. Side by side we 
walk toward home, yapping all the way. 

“Just as the runner passes the plate, Old 
Bobo gets him real mad and he turns to 
throw a punch. But Old Bobo justs laughs 
and tags him with the ball. And the ump 
calls him out. He’s been so busy answering 
my insults that he passed the plate without 
touching it.” 

Detroit catcher Robert (Red) Wilson also 
got the best of an argument in a game last 
season. With Bill. Tuttle on third, Wilson 
slapped a grounder to second; the second 
baseman grabbed it and threw it home. But 
Tuttle slid under catcher Sammy White and 
was called safe by umpire Frank Umont. 

The angry White stomped, ranted and 
raged, finally getting so disgusted he slung 
the ball into left field. There Ted Williams 
picked it up and lofted it back; but the Red

White and Umont, ict it lie. With a wary 
eye on their backs, Wilson lit out from first, 
slunk around second and third and pussy- 
footed right by the debating players to score. 

But at least one tricky major-leaguer was 
outsmarted. The outsmarter: all-time great 
Ty Cobb. “When I joined the Tigers in 
1905,” he recalls with relish, “first baseman 
Hal Chase of the New York club was pulling 
a tricky double play. When the opposition 
had a man on second and the batter grounded 
out, the runner naturally would move to 
third, then make a short start toward home. 
Chase would take the throw at first to- retire 
the batter, then whip the ball to third — 


very often catching the runner off base. 
Who’s on Third? 


“I figured a way to beat the play. Several — 
times during the season I deliberately made a 
big turn at third, just getting back ahead of 
Chase's throw. Then, late in the season, my 
time came. I was on second with one out in 
the ninth and the score tied. Sam Crawford 
hit a roller to the second baseman, who threw 
to first for the out. I had started running 
when the ball was hit; I went into third and 
took my usual big turn. As I did, Chase fired 
to the third baseman, who made a sweep tag. 

“But I wasn’t there. I'd made the turn and 
never stopped, running right on home to 
score the winning run.” 

Even umpires have had the wool pulled 
over their eyes. During the 1933 Series be- 
tween the Giants and the Senators, Giant first 
baseman Bill Terry bamboozled two hits from 
the Senators. 

Terry had noticed during one game that 
the first-base ump listened for the crack of 
the ball into Terry’s glove to decide whether 
a runner was safe or out. On two close plays 
later on, Terry slapped his bare fist against 
the glove while the ball was still in the air. 
The ump, with his eyes on the runners, 
called both men out. 

Lending a helpful hand doesn’t pay on the 
diamond either, as Red Sox star Jimmy Pier- 
sall discovered. Piersall was on second when 
shortstop Billy Hunter, then with St. Louis, 
got the ball and hid it in his glove. 

“Give the bag a kick, will you Jim?” 
Hunter asked. “It’s crooked.” 

“Straighten it out yourself,” said Piersall. 

“I can’t,” replied Hunter, a choir-boy look 
on his face. “You're standing on it.” 

Piersall, shrugging, stepped off the bag 
and Hunter delightedly tagged him out. 

The moral of all this? Like thieves, there's 
no honor among ball players —— at least from 
the first pitch to the last out. *

WARSAW, POLAND. 
When scenes like those shown on these 
pages can be photographed in this erst- 
while’ stronghold of Communist austerity, 
you can be sure that jazz with a “made in 
America” label has blasted a sizable hole 
in the Iron Curtain.

JUST 92 YEARS AGO THEY FOUGHT... 


The battle that — 
broke Lee’s army 


by PHILIP VAN DOREN STERN 


When you drive south on Route 1, a few 
miles beyond Petersburg, Va., you come 
to a small town called Dinwiddie. There 
a black-top road (Route 627) turns off to 
the right, and four or five miles on this 
brings you to a lonely place where five 
country roads come together to form an 
intersection. Only a small white sign bear- 
ing the words “Five Forks Battlefield” 
gives any indication that this is historic 
ground. The neighborhood still is sparsely 
settled, and most of the local people 
neither know nor care much about the 


bloody conflict that was fought here 92 | 


years ago tomorrow. 

Yet it was here that the fate of the 
Confederacy was determined, and it was 
here that Gen. Robert E. Lee’s Army of 
Northern Virginia received its mortal 
wound. It happened Saturday, April 1, 
1865. Eight days later, Sunday, April 9, 
Lee surrendered the remnants of his 


‘hunted army to Grant at Appomattox 


Court House. What happened at Five 
Forks made that, with Gettysburg and 


Vicksburg, one of the decisive battles of 
the Civil War. 

Unlike most Civil War battlefields, Five 
Forks, except for a few scattered houses 
built since 1865, remains almost un- 
touched. The Confederate earthworks 
have been weathered down or plowed 
over. There are no flags, no cannon, no 
military cemetery. Only the quiet fields 
and the pine woods stretch far away, look- 
ing almost as they did when Sheridan's 
cavalrymen and Warren’s Union infantry- 
men drove back the desperately fighting 
troops of the Confederacy. 


Grant Moves In 


But let’s go back to 1865. Grant's spring 
campaign got under way with an offensive 
aimed at taking Petersburg and Rich- 
mond. On March 29 he moved west to 
cut ‘off the only two remaining railroads 
that supplied those cities. In advance of 
the army went the bold little Irish fighting 
general, Phil Sheridan, one of the most 
remarkable cavalry commanders of all 
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time. With him rode 13,000 horsemen . 
who had fought with him in the Shenan- 


House, where he and his staff obtained 
quarters in the village hotel. Toward 
evening it began to rain so heavily that 
horses, men, guns and wagons floundered 
and got stuck in the mud. This made it 
necessary to corduroy the roads, which 
meant that trees had to be chopped down, 
trimmed and laid in the mud to support 
the heavy guns and wagons. A whole day 
was lost doing this. 

Ranged against Sheridan were about 
11,000 Confederates, under the command 
of Gen. George E. Pickett of Gettysburg 
fame. During the previous night the Con- 
federates hastily had built earthworks for 
nearly two miles along the White Oak 
Road where it passes through Five Forks. 
Feeling that they could always drop back 
to these defenses, they sallied forth early 
on the morning of March 31 to attack 
Sheridan’s cavalry. Stubborn fighting 
went on all day; by sundown the Confed- 
erates had driven Sheridan’s cavalrymen 
back to within half a mile of their base at 
Dinwiddie. 

Sheridan Gets Help 


The next morning the weather was wet 
and foggy; fighting was sporadic and diff- 
cult. The Confederates gradually with- 
drew to their defenses at Five Forks. Run- 
ning off to the right from the old road 
that led directly to Five Forks was a dirt 
road that passed over Gravelly Run; just 
beyond this was a little wilderness church. 
Here, about 11 o'clock, Sheridan met Gen. 
Gouveneur K. Warren with about 12;500 
infantry reinforcements. 

Sheridan outlined his plan. The cavalry 
was to feign an attack at the western end 
of the Confederate lines to draw attention 
there. Then Warren's three infantry divi- 
sions, commanded by Generals Ayres, 
Griffin and Crawford, were to assault the 
other end of the line where it turned north 
for about 100 yards at a sharp angle. 
Sheridan’s cavalry then would fing itself 
at the center. 

But Union military intelligence was at 
fault; it was thought that the angled end 
of the line was some 700 or 800 yards 
farther east than it actually was. Conse- 
quently, when the Union foot soldiers 
marched north about 4 o'clock through 
wooded country, they could not even see 
the strategic angle. But the woods were 
full of Confederate cavalry, and the di- 
rection of their fire told Ayres where the 
main body of his opponents must be. He 
swung left, and some of Griffin’s troops 
came to his support. But Crawford's divi- 
sion (the largest of the three) was march- 
ing rapidly to nowhere. Warren, in des- 
peration, concentrated all his efforts on 
turning Crawford’s men to the left so they 
could attack the Confederate rear. 

Ayres’ and Griffin's men rolled back the 
Confederate line from the angle to Five 
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Forks, where young Col. W. J. Pegram 
had placed three guns. These blasted 
canister at the blue-coated infantrymen 
until Pegram fell mortally wounded.

Earlier the rain had stopped and the 
sky cleared. Rays of the setting sun behind 
the woods saw close to 6,000 Confed- 
erate prisoners being rounded up.

The battle 
was over. 

Five Forks was a great Union victory. 
But it was a sad day for two generals, one MAP shows Five Forks in relation to larger 
Union and one Confederate, both of — areas of the Richmond campaign.

Gettysburg. One was Warren. Busy herd- 
ing his errant brigades toward the battle, 
he naturally was not at the bitter fighting 
at the angle — so Sheridan, annoyed, re- 
lieved him from command of the Fifth 
Corps. 


Fish Ruins Pickett 


The other was Pickett, who had been 
in charge of the famous but unsuccessful 
Confederate charge that ended the battle 
of Gettysburg. While the battle of Five 
Forks raged, he sat with Generals Ros- 
ser and Fitzhugh Lee, eating shadfish 
taken from a nearby stream. Since the 
sound of firing was masked by the inter- 
vening woods, they remained blissfully 
ignorant ‘until they heard rifle shots and 
saw blue-clad soldiers rushing toward 
them. Each general hurried back to his 
troops, but Lee never forgave Pickett for 
being absent just then. A few days later 
he removed Pickett from command. 

Ford’s Road still runs north from Five 
Forks to cross the old Southside Railroad 


(now the Norfolk and Western). After a 
little more than a mile, this road passes 
over a stream called Hatcher's Run. In 
1865 there was an open field to the right. 
It probably was at the northern end of 
this field that the famous shad was eaten. 

The road then crosses the railroad, 
which still is in use. Beyond it, Route 460 
turns west to Appomattox. Lee's line of 
retreat was to the north of this highway, 
over back-country roads. : 

The morning after its victory, Sheri- 
dan’s army moved north to cut the stra- 
tegic Southside Railroad. This left only 
the line to Danville open. (The last train 
on this branch ran only this February 17 ). 
As a result of Five Forks, Grant’s army 
entered Petersburg ,and Richmond, and 
pursued Lee’s once-mighty Army of 


Northern Virginia to Appomattox. 


But the swift clash of arms at the lonely 
crossroads had broken the strength of 
Lee’s fighting forces. As Confederate Gen. 
Thomas T. Munford put it: Five Forks 
was “the Waterloo of the Confederacy.” &

PHIL SILVERS— 
The ‘sergeant’ the Army 


Not since the days of Quirt and Flagg of 
World War I or Private Hargrove of 
World War II has there been such a sol- 
dier as Master Sergeant Ernie Bilko. Bilko, 
as portrayed by comedian Phil Silvers on 
his TV show, is a crafty, slippery, quite 
un-GI bamboozler. Yet during the past 
year, and partly thanks to the show, Army 
recruiting has shot up. The Pentagon 
won't say how much, but no such modesty 
restrains Silvers. “The way I hear it,” he 
says, “is that enlistment is up three times 
since we went on the air.” 

This statement may surprise some, 
since the Sgt. Bilko that Silvers represents 


on The Phil Silvers Show (CBS-TV, Tues- 
days ) isan almost flawless picture of what 
the classic U.S. Army sergeant shouldn't 
be. He is wholly ruthless in exploiting his 
fellow soldiers. If a soldier has a date and 
wants transportation, Bilko will. provide a 
jeep from the Army Motor Pool — for a 
slight charge. He cheats his buddies at 
cards, blandly telling them as he pockets 
their money that “playing cards with me 
isn’t a game, it’s learning a trade.” 

He promotes rackets, such as bed-mak- 
ing contests in which he keeps the entry 
fees, or raffles in which the prizes mys- 
teriously disappear. Not content with bilk-

ing his pals, Bilko is constantly trying to 
put something over on WAC Sergeant 
Hogan, a pretty blonde who, unaccount- 
ably, wants to marry him. Although Bilko 
deceives her shamelessly, she always for- 
vives him. 

It may be that the brass in the Pentagon 
secretly enjoy Bilko’s kidding. (He’s really 
a likeable guy who always relents or 
whose shenanigans have a happy ending. ) 
In any case, the First Army has assigned 
an ofticer — Capt. George Kennedy — 
in New York, where the show originates, 
to provide Silvers with whatever techni- 
cal assistance he may require. 

This is an official assignment, but the 
Pentagon officially will say nothing about 
Silvers, or the Bilko he has created. While 
manv ofhcers like -Bilko, others take a 
hard-core, somewhat old-fashioned view 
of him. They see him as a deterrent to 
\rmy discipline and think the show gives 
a false impression of Army life. But Cap- 
tain Kennedy still is helping Silvers. 

“We don't give a false impression of 
the Army,” Silvers says. “We are a com- 
edy, and comedy is caricature. Bilko' and 
his platoon are exaggerated, which is what 
makes them funny. We make the Army 
humorous — and human, We carefully 
avoid the old cliches about Army life — 
icllows talking in ‘dese’ and ‘dem’ or al- 
ways chasing nurses or goldbricking. That 
picture of Army life is simply not true.” 


How it Happened 


[he public apparently agrees with Sil- 
vers. Not only is his Trendex rating high, 
but his fan mail is enormous. And not a 
little of it comes from GI's. 

It took a long time to get the Silvers 
show to its present format. It began when 
Hubbell Robinson, Jr., a CBS executive, 
introduced Silvers to Nat Hiken, a top TV 
producer-writer. He gave them a simple 
order: Dream up a TV show. 

“We had ideas for shows of every pos- 
sible sort, plus some of an impossible 
sort,” Silvers says. “But the one we liked 
the best was Bilko, the pleasant racketecr. 
Bilko’s setting was a familiar one, too, be- 
cause almost everyone has been through 

or could go through — an Army post. 


Secondly, because of the extreme diversity . 


of characters in an army, we had a lot of 
'vpes to choose for Bilko’s pals.” 
Silvers and Hiken started creating, then

claims such attention to detail is one reason for his show's huge success. The Army agrees. 


called for help. They wanted everything 
about the Army to be accurate. Viewers, 
knowing that the content of the show was 
wild farce, still would tend to believe it if 
the details of Army uniform, insignia 
and procedure were correct. They could 
believe that Bilko could cheat at cards; 
they couldn't believe it if he wore his rib- 
bons upside down. 

As official adviser, Captain Kennedy 
takes his job seriously, seeing to the accu- 
racy of pistols, office furniture, Signal 
Corps equipment — all the things which 
help make the Army an army. 

But there is more to it than just procur- 
ing equipment. Kennedy informs Silvers 
and Hiken when a script might be con 
trary to Army regulations. For instance, 
when a script called for one of Bilko’s 
cohorts — genial, slow-witted Doberman 

to run for mavor, Kennedy had to de- 
cide whether this would be against Army 
procedure. He checked and found in Reg- 
ulation No. 600-10 that a soldier on active 
service may run for public office provided 
he does not actively seek the office or cam- 
paign for it. Of course Doberman wasn't 
elected —- but a half-hour’s hilarity re- 
sulted from his chances. And nobody 
could sav it couldn’t happen. 

Captain Kennedy attends two or three 
of the show’s daily rehearsals and is on 
hand each week when it is filmed at a 
downtown New York studio. Sometimes 
he has to do some real hopping to get the 


right equipment. For one recent show he 
got Military Police guns and brassards 
from Governor's Island, N.Y., Courier 
Service equipment from a base at Long 
Island City, a Military Air Transport 
Service sign from McGuire Air Force Base 
in New Jersey. He also has set up a whole 
Army Finance office, equipped sets such 
as despatch offices, locker rooms, motor- 
repair shops —— and even showed actors 
how to line up to receive Army pay. 

The cast takes good care of the equip- 
ment it borrows. Only once was a piece of 
Army equipment returned in’ rather a 
mess. 


That Tasty Cement 


The script called for some soldiers to 
pretend to mix a cake in a helmet liner 
and the show's prop man, wanting to get 
something gooey, hit upon rubber cement 
for the cake batter. It worked beautifully, 
with the soldiers struggling very realisti- 
cally to get the spoon out of the helmet. 
The helmet was put aside with the other 
borrowed equipment for return to the 
Army. The rifles and signs didn’t harden; 
the rubber cement did. Silvers bought the 
Army a new helmet liner. 

So long as millions of viewers keep lov- 
ing Bilko, the Army probably will keep 
loving him too. Meanwhile, it relies on 
Captain Kennedy for the special brand of 
realism it must have — leaving the laughs 
to Bilko. Bilko doesn’t mind. »
